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Report of the 1952 Annual Town Meeting 


and Election 


Annual Meeting Held Feb. 12, 13, 14, 15, and 18 
Election Held February 19 


In accordance’ with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, February 12th at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to act 
upon the articles contained therein:— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:— 
Joseph Motta Hugh Duglay 
John O. Henriksen 
Officers in attendance were:— 
Elmer F. White Joseph Costa 
William B. Hastings was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


At 7:42 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. 

The invocation was given by the Rev. William H. O’Reilly, Curate 
of St. Patrick’s Church. 


The Town Meeting members were counted at 7:48 o’clock and 151 
declared present, the necessary number to constitute a quorum for this 
meeting being 111. 


Hours for sessions of this meeting was voted to be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Town Meeting members. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see subsequent 
report of Election—Feb. 19th) 


Article 2. To see if the Town will amend Section 2 of Article 6 of 
the Standing Votes of the Town by striking out the words “five (5) cents” 
and inserting in place thereof the words “eight (8) cents’, so that the 
rate allowed for motor vehicle travel outside the Town limits shall be 
8c per mile, or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that Section 2 of Article 6 of the Standing Votes of the Town 
be amended by striking out the words “five cents” and inserting in place 
the words “eight cents” so the rate allowed for motor vehicle travel out- 
side the Town limits shall be eight cents per mile. Affirmative vote. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Standing Votes 
of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report of 1951 for the 
year 1952, and, if Article 2 is voted, as thereby amended. 

Voted, to adopt the Standing Votes as printed in the Town Report 


of 1951 for the year 1952 including any amended Standing Votes as passed 
at this meeting. Unanimous vote. 
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Article 4. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing.

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Town Director for 
the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in Chapter 128, Sections 40 
and 41 of the General Laws. 

Voted, that Maurice R. Jones be so elected. 


Article 6. To hear the Reports of Committees and Town Officers 
and act thereon, and make any necessary appropriations. 


Voted, to accept the reports of Committees and Town Officers as 
printed in the Town Report for 1951. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning January 1, 1952 and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, of the General Laws. 

Voted, to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1952 and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General Laws. Unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to contract with the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company to light the 
streets for the coming year or take any other action thereon. 


Voted, to authorize the Selectmen to contract with the Cape & Vine- 
yard Electric Company to light the streets for the coming year. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to settle claims and suits which are pending or may arise against the 
Town and to raise and appropriate such amount therefor as may be 
deemed advisable. 

Voted, to authorize the Selectmen to settle claims and suits which 
are pending or may arise against the Town and to raise and appropri- 
ate $500.00 for said purpose. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the Town’s 
expenses for the ensuing year or do or act anything else in relation to 
the same.

At 8:10 o’clock a count of the Town 
Meeting Members showed 111 present and a quorum was declared. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 14 of the 
Zoning By-Law of the Town of Falmouth as follows: That the minimum 
size lot in All Residence and Agricultural areas shall not be less than 
10,000 square feet and that no Residence Lot shall hereafter be laid out 
with an average width of less than 75 ft. or take any other action 
necessary.

1 the Board of Appeals may .. .” and by adding after Subsection (g) 
the following: “2 The Town may by a two-thirds vote in specific cases 
after public notice, a hearing before the Planning Board, and subject to 
appropriate conditions and safeguards, determine and vary the appli- 
cation of the District Regulations herein established in harmony with 
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their general purpose and intent as follows: 

(a) Permit non-conforming uses and structures for indefinite periods 
to continue for the life of such use. 

(1) Provided that the scope and limits of said use shall be specitical- 
ly set out in the Article offered to the Town for action and shall not be 
extended or varied by the holder or his successors without first securing 
further authorization from the Town. 

(2) Provided that said permit may be revoked by the Board of Ap- 
peals after receiving a complaint from an aggrieved party or parties 
giving due notice thereof to the holder, holding a hearing, and finding 
a violation of the permit. 

(3) Provided that said permit shall expire whenever a non-conform- 
ing use authorized under this Section has been discontinued for a period 
of five consecutive years.” 

By a hand vote 78 voted in favor of making this change, 18 against 
and the motion was passed by the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum 
being present. 


The time being 10:46 P. M. and all business having been completed 
it was voted the meeting be dissolved.

This is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant 
Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
June 24, 1951, the date of the previous audit, to July 5, 1952, 

and report thereon as follows: 
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An examination and verification was made of the finan- 
cial transactions as recorded on the books of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed for the 
period covered by the audit, the receipts being checked with 
the treasurer’s books and the payments being compared with 
the warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s rec- 
ords of payments. The appropriation accounts and loan au- 
thorizations were checked with the town clerk’s records of 
town meeting proceedings, and the recorded transfers from 
the reserve fund were verified by comparison with the finance 
committee authorizations on file. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on July 5, 1952. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed 
and checked with the records of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the treasury, while the payments 
were compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash bal- 
ance on July 5, 1952 was proved by actual count of cash in 
the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the banks in which town funds are 
deposited. 


The payments made on account of maturing debt and 
interest were verified by comparison with the amounts falling 
due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds 
in custody of the town treasurer and trustees were examined 
and listed. The income was proved, the transfers to the town 
were checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, and the 
disbursements and cash balances were verified. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. The transfers to the tax title account were 
checked with the collector’s records and the reported redemp- 
tions were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s record- 
ed receipts. The outstanding tax titles were listed and the 
transactions were further verified by comparison with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries and wages on 
account of federal taxes were checked with the treasurer’s 
cash book while the payments to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue were checked with vouchers on file. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The taxes and motor vehicle and trailer 
excise outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
and all subsequent commitments were audited and compared 
with the assessors’ records. The payments to the treasurer 
were verified, the abatements were checked with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title 
account were proved, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the controlling accounts in the 
general ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The commitment lists were 
proved, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements were checked with the records in the depart- 
ments authorized to grant them, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and reconciled with the respective con- 
trolling accounts in the general ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water ac- 
counts were verified by mailing notices to a number of per- 
sons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the ac- 
counts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
for the issuing of dog and sporting licenses as well as for 
gasoline registration fees. The payments to the town treasur- 
er were checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts and 
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the payments to the State were verified by comparison with 
receipts on file. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen and the sealer 
of weights and measures, of the police, fire, health, school, 
library, and recreation departments, as well as of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail, the 
reported payments to the treasurer being verified by com- 
parison with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The surety bonds of the various town Officials required 
by law to file them for the faithful performance of their 
duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as 
well as tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust, investment, and retirement funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was ex- 
tended by the various town officials, for which, on behalf of 
‘my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

We have had an unusual amount of road layouts to act 
on this year. The layout of South Main Street from Locust 
Street to Falmouth Heights Avenue was completed and sent 
to a special Town Meeting where the people voted against the 
layout. 


We have also laid out and are presenting to the Town 
Meeting the following roads:—

We have also laid out—

Road north of Police Station to Gifford St. in which 
there will, in all probability, be land damages. 


The Board of Selectmen have received deeds to the cor- 
ners of Bourne Ave. and Hamblin Ave from Ruth Beale et al 
and Albert Malzan and have awarded $100.00 to each of the 
above. 
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The Davis property has been deeded to the Town as voted 
for the sum of $3,000. 


Suit against the Town of James Connolly has been set- 
tled for the sum of $600. 


We recommend the suit of William McCann against the 
Town be settled on advise of Town Counsel. An article will 
be inserted in the warrant to cover this item. 


The Nelson and Cain Tax Appeal cases have been settled. 
Other cases will be listed with the Town Counsel’s report. 


All street lights have been installed as voted. 


We recommend in our budget a change from the obsolete 
street lights on Main Street to a modern light at very little 
additional expense. We recommend the discontinuation of 
all summer lights to year-round lights as a better protection 
to persons and property. 


We again recommend the extension of Hamblin Ave. to 
Main Street as planned and a North Main Street to Gifford 
as petitioned by the Planning Board.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Planning Board for the 
year 1952: 


Meetings: 

Eight regular meetings and 13 special meetings were held 
during the year. An open meeting was held in August to per- 
mit summer residents to express their opinions and wishes 
for the improvement of Famouth. Other meetings were 
scheduled with the Board of Appeals. Town Wharves Com- 
mittee and Shore Erosion Committee in order to obtain a bet- 
ter understanding of the mutual problems. 


During the year, through the cooperation of the Building 
Commissioner, the meeting place of the Board was trans- 
ferred from the Police Station Hearing Room to the newly 
renovated quarters of the Building Commissioner in the Old 
Community Center. The services of the Commissioner’s sec- 
retary were also offered for Planning Board work. The Board 
appreciates the splendid cooperation of this office and be- 
lieves that with this new arrangement better service can be 
given to the Town. 


Activities: 
The Town voted in the 1952 Annual Town Meeting to 
make a study of a parallel street south of Main Street but 


100 


in the Special Meeting of June 30th, 1952, a request to ac- 
cept the Selectmen’s layout to initiate action on this project 
was decisively defeated. The Board was greatly disappointed 
that the Town did not support this long sought improvement 
as it believes that the possibility of it ever materializing is 
now very remote as each day finds new developments en- 
croaching into the proposed right of way making the cost of 
this project prohibitive. 


Action on the articles to relieve the parking congestion 
in Woods Hole was postponed to the 1952 Annual Meeting to 
permit summer residents and other interested parties to of- 
fer alternate solutions. The Board believes that no plan that 
was submitted to them during the year presents possibilities 
to merit further delay on this problem and they will recom- 
mend at the 1953 Annual Meeting that a parking area be 
developed on Juniper Point for island traffic and that the 
Town acquire Dyer’s School Street lot for community parking. 


A study was made to extend Hamlin Avenue to Main 
Street on the south and to Route 28 by way of Minot Street 
on the north. This idea originated with the Selectmen and 
the Board believes that it will help tremendously to relieve 
some of the congestion on Main Street during the summer 
months. A further study was made for a road parallel to and 
north of Main Street from the Post Office to Gifford Street 
with the possibility of a future extension through to Lake- 
view Avenue and future extensions of Walker Street and Shore 
Street to connect with this road. Request for official layout 
of these roads has been submitted to the Selectmen. 


Study of harbors, waterways and beaches was made with 
the Harbormaster, Shore Erosion Committee, Town Wharves 
Committee and Beach Committee. As a result of these meet- 
ings the Board and the Town Wharves Committee have joint- 
ly submitted an article for the 1953 Warrant requesting the 
Town to raise and appropriate $100,000 to match State funds 
in the improvement of the Town, harbors and beaches. Ad- 
ditional articles have been submitted to acquire land at the 
head of Falmouth Inner Harbor for park purposes and to 
develop a road adjacent to this land connecting Scranton 
Avenue with Falmouth Heights Road. 
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An amendment to the Zoning By-Law to permit a long 
term variance of the use of land in a Single Residence Dis- 
trict was requested in the Dec. 2nd, 1952, Special Meeting and 
was voted by the Town. The Board believes this amendment 
will help greatly to preserve the residential character of the 
Town. 


Considerable time was spent on eliminating duplication 
and confusing similarity of street names but because of the 
complexity of this problem the Board has not made andi is 
not prepared to make recommendations at this time. 


The Building Code was approved by the Attorney General 
during the year and is now ready for publication. The Board 
is in process of assembling all the by-laws of the Town into 
one publication which should be ready for distribution in the 
near future. 


Eighteen hearings on new subdivisions were held during 
the year and 16 plans were approved. By a vote of the Town 
at the June 30th, 1952 Meeting the minimum size of all lots 
in residential areas was raised from 7500 square feet to 10,000 
square feet.

The Board continues to believe that every effort should 
be made to make our Town attractive to potential home own- 
ers and though public improvements may raise the tax rate 
Slightly for a few years the long term gain will greatly off- 
set any hardship that may occur momentarily.

The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the Board 
of Selectmen and to the other officials and committees of the 
Town for the cooperation and assistance it has received dur- 
ing the past year.

In June Dr. Warren W. Marston, Health Agent, attended 
a five day annual conference of the Massachusetts Public 
Health Association at the University of Massachusetts in Am- 
herst and in November attended a conference in Segregan- 
sett of the Division of Livestock Disease Control. 


All barns have been inspected and the annual census 
of livestock was completed in December. 


All restaurants, stores and school cafeterias have been 
inspected several times and smears-taken for bacteriological 
count from glasses and utensils by the county sanitary engi- 
neers and local health officer. There was a decided improve- 
ment noted in the fall inspections over those made in the 
spring and early summer. 
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Serums and vaccines are kept under refrigeration and are 
available at all time to the physicians of the town. 
All complaints have been investigated and acted upon. 


The department wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Famouth Nursing Association, the School Department, Dr. 
Julius Kelley and his staff at the Barnstable County Sana- 
torium, and all county and state health officers who have 
given us their co-operation and valuable assistance through- 
out the year.

The Beach Committee hereby submits its annual report 
for the year 1952. 


The Committee Members would like to express their 
gratitude to the Falmouth Police Department, Civilian De- 
fense and Highway Department for their excellent co- 
operation and aid in operating the Beaches during the sum- 
mer of 1952. 


The Beaches were opened June 15 and closed September 
15. During this time they were heavily patronized, due to a 
combination of heat and clear weather. 


The Lifeguards are to be congratulated for patrolling the 
beaches a full season with no fatal accidents. All emergencies 
were handled with the utmost efficiency. 


A new Sea Wall was constructed at Old Silver Beach. 
This project has added to the attractiveness of this area and 
expanded the much needed parking area. This beach was re- 
stricted to Town residents during 1952. It was impossible to 
enforce these restrictions 100 per cent with a public park- 
ing lot operating nearby. 


The total receipts for the season were $3,812.59, including 
rentals from the Concessions. This amount was paid into the 
Town Treasury. : 
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The Beach Committee feels that the Beaches are in good 
condition, but many projects should be undertaken. These 
should be done step by step each year. We respectfully ask 
the Townspeople and Town Departments to help us carry out 
our improvement program.

Falmouth Beach Committee 
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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a summary of work done on highways 
during 1952. 


The usual amount of patching and maintenance work has 
been completed to keep the roads in good condition, this work 
being continued every year. Gravel roads have been graded 
and gravel applied wherever it was necessary. 


Brush was mowed during the spring and fall, while brush 
cutting along the roadside is continued throughout the year. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1952 consisted 
of sealcoating with trap rock Sandwich Road for a distance 
of four and one-half miles. This work was completed with 
town labor and equipment under the supervision of the High- 
way Surveyor. The state appropriated one-third of the cost 
of the work, the county one-third and the town one-third of 
the cost. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1951 has 
been completed. The work consisted of new construction on 
Old Silver Beach Road for a distance of 3,450 feet, starting at 
Old Silver Beach Bridge, running south toward West Fal- 
mouth. The work was completed with town labor and equip- 
ment under the supervision of the Highway Surveyor. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1952 has 
been signed, and work has commenced on the Old Silver 
Beach Road, running south toward West Falmouth, for a dis- 
tance of 6,150 feet. This is a continuation of the 1951 Chap- 
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ter 90 New Construction contract. The state appropriated 
one-half of the money, the town one-quarter and the county 
one-quarter of the cost. 


During the past few years, a method of sealing against 
the weather has been provided. This method is called “armor 
coating” and is done by applying a coating of heavy asphalt 
to the surface of the road and then rolling fine stone, em- 
bedding it into the road with a 10-ton roller. The asphalt 
provides a seal against the weather, and the stone provides 
protection against the wear of traffic. 


Trap rock is used in this process because it is the only 
stone which will support the roller without crushing the stone. 
If an inferior stone is used and crushes under pressure of the 
roller, the purpose of the method is defeated, because pulver- 
ized stone does not provide an adequate surface for the road. 


Roads were sealcoated for a total distance of ten miles. 
In Falmouth Heights these included Massachusetts Avenue, 
Central Park Avenue, Wachusett Avenue, Crescent Avenue, 
Chapel Park Avenue, Worcester Park Avenue West, Worcester 
Park Avenue East, and Forest Avenue. In Falmouth, Mill 
Road, Jones Road, Scranton Avenue, Oyster Pond Road, Nob- 
ska Road, Robinson Road, Walker Street, Siders Pond Road, 
Old Barnstable Road and Lakeview Avenue. 


The following roads were widened, hardened and straight- 
ened during 1952: Lillie, Morgan and Loeb Roads, for a dis- 
tance of 1,900 feet; Hamlin Avenue Extension, 300 feet; Curtis 
Road, 1,100 feet; Lakeview Avenue, 2,750 feet; Bayberry Road, 
800 feet; Howes Lane, 325 feet; Cedar Street, 600 feet; Morin 
Avenue, 550 feet; Locust Field Road, 5,700 feet. The total dis- 
tance of roads widened, hardened and straightened is 14,025 
feet. 


The sidewalk construction during the year consisted of 
building 2,700 feet of new sidewalk on Lakeview Avenue. The - 
usual amount of patching was done on sidewalks for the 
safety of pedestrians. 


Eighty-four traffic signs were erected at the specification 
of the Board of Selectmen and the Chief of Police. A total of 
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177 street signs were erected. These included 65 new street . 
signs and 112 signs which were repainted. All street sign re- 
pair work and painting is done in the department work shop. 


All bridges in the town were painted this year and steel 
rods were replaced wherever the salt air and water had cor- 
roded them. The bridges on which this work was done are 
Eel Pond Bridge, Woods Hole; Great Pond Bridge, Maravista; 
Green Pond Bridge, Bourne Pond Bridge, Meadow Neck 
Bridge, Waquoit; over-head bridge on Route 151, Old Silver 
Beach Bridge and Chappaquoit Island Bridge. 


New drains were installed on Pine Street, two on County 
Road, on the Old State Highway and at Silver Beach Avenue, 
all in North Falmouth. Throughout the town drains were 
cleaned and repaired whenever necessary. 


Wooden and cement guard post railings have been paint- 
ed and repaired and are in good condition, and new railings 
have been constructed wherever necessary. 


The Highway Shed and Repair Shop are in good condi- 
tion and provide ample facilities for storing and repairing 
equipment properly. The equipment is in good repair and 
fairly good condition. 


Falmouth’s worst snow storm in years piled drifts as high 
as 17 feet, and despite inadequate equipment to cope with 
such heavy snow, the department was able to keep the Main 
Street and most heavily traveled town roads open. Four heavy 
snowfalls within two weeks worked regular and emergency 
labor crews to the limit, and equipment was in poor repair 
after the storms. All snow removal equipment is now in good 
repair. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all department heads, 
committees and to my entire personnel for their cooperation 
’ this year.

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Report of the Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee submits herewith its re- 
port for the year 1952. 


Petitions were filed in January with the Division of 
Waterways by the Selectmen for the following projects: Re- 
building the West Jetty at the entrance to Falmouth Harbor; 
building a new jetty and dredging at Megansett Harbor; 
building two jetties and dredging the entrance to Bourne’s 
Pond at Menauhant; rebuilding the jetties along the high- 
way between Maravista and Falmouth Heights; and building 
a new jetty at the M.B.L. Bay Shore bathing beach at Woods 
Hole. 


The hearing on these petitions was held on February 27th, 
1952, by the Dept. of Public Works, with Mr. English, rem- 
bers of the Erosion Committee, and summer residents of Me- 
gansett, appearing for Falmouth. The Falmouth group left 
Boston in what turned out to be the worst snow storm in 
many years and reached home just as the roads became 
impassable. 


Contracts were awarded by the State for the Megansett 
Harbor work and the West Jetty at Falmouth Harbor. Both 
of these projects were completed in the Fall. Megansett Har- 
bor was dredged between the off-shore breakwater and the 
town wharf, making the wharf usable again and creating a 
large mooring basin inside the breakwater. A new jetty was 
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built from the northerly end of the town property and ex- 
tending westerly for 350 feet, leaving a small opening between 
the jetty and the breakwater. The material dredged from the 
harbor was pumped along the shore to the south of the jetty, 
building up the foreshore and creating a new beach in front 
of the town owned property. 


The West Jetty at Falmouth Harbor was rebuilt and the 
voids filled with concrete to stop the sand from leaching 
through and filling in the harbor entrance. 


A contract has been recently awarded for the construc- 
tion of a jetty on the westerly side of the entrance to Eel 
Pond at Menauhant and will be built during the winter 
months. This project is being financed entirely with State 
funds. 

The committee will submit the following work for the 
coming year: Rebuilding the jetties along the Maravista 
shore; two jetties at Bourne’s Pond outlet; one jetty at the 
M.B.L. beach at Woods Hole; two jetties at Silver Beach; rip- 
rapping Fresh River outlet at Falmouth; and riprapping along 
the highway at Menauhant.

Shore Erosion Committee 
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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith the report of the 
Engineering Department for the year 1952. 


The department has just completed its first full year 
under the new set-up and with the large amount of work as- 
signed to it, limited progress was made due to the unayail- 
ability of qualified personnel. There is a back-log of plan 
work in all of the town departments that will take several 
years to bring up to date along with all the current work 
that is coming in. New and larger scale maps showing the 
buildings, water mains, hydrants and fire alarm system are 
needed in the Assessors, Water Department and Fire Depart- 
ment offices. A new sectional map for such purposes is now 
being made at a 400 ft. scale and will comprise sixteen sheets. 
The building inspector’s office is in need of sectional maps 
showing the zoning areas in large detail and these maps will 
be prepared at 100 ft. and 200 ft. scales. 


The Highway Dept’s large 1000 ft. scale road map was 
brought up to date this year and copies printed for all de- 
partments that needed the map, with many copies being pur- 
chased by business offices. A new and complete street index 
has been printed to go with this large map. Copies of this 
map at a reduced scale may be purchased by the public. The 
Water Dept’s large water main and hydrant map has been 
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completely revised, with practically a new map of far greater 
accuracy being made, to show the complete system at a 1000 
ft. scale. 


Contract plans and specifications were prepared for the 
reinforced concrete retaining wall at the Old Silver Beach 
Parking space. 


Tie cards showing the individual house connections to 
the sewer system at Woods Hole, were drawn from measure- 
ments taken in the field. 


Plans of the several roads, laid out by the Selectmen, 
were drawn and the bounds were set in the fall on those ac- 
cepted by the Town. A start was made in bounding out the 
streets that have been accepted in recent years. The depart- 
ment will have to spend more time each year on these lay- 
outs, until all are completed. Surveys and plans for the tak- 
ing of corners at Silver Beach Avenue, Laura Street and Cry- 
stal Spring Avenue were made, along with the taking plan 
of the Hannah Davis house lot on Hamlin Avenue. 


The layout of the proposed South Main Street was a 
major undertaking for the office, and a great deal of valu- 
able time was spent in making the plans, only to have the 
town meeting turn the proposal down. Town roads were 
staked out for resurfacing, as requested by the Highway Sur- 
veyor. Street lines were staked out where requested, and 
house numbers assigned for new dwellings, within the postal 
delivery district. 


Tax lien descriptions were prepared and the zoning map 
revised to date. A new tracing of the zoning map will be 
made during the coming year and copies will be printed for 
the several town departments that need them. 


Plans are being prepared of the Town Forest and Water- 
shed areas around Long Pond, for the Town Forester. Copies 
of the aerial photos covering this area, were furnished for 
planting studies. The outside boundary lines of all town prop- 
erty will have to be run out and cleared this winter. 
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The property taken for the Waquoit Standpipe has been 
resurveyed, and bounded out, for the Water Dept. The orig- 
inal survey had been made in 1942, and had never been fin- 
ished properly. A new layout of Nashawena Street, from the 
end of the Shore Road to Nonamesset Street, is now being 
made for the County Commissioners to have sufficient width 
for the Chapter 90 construction now underway.

FALMOUTH BOARD OF TRADE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Information Booth at the Community Center Build- 
ing was opened April 28th and closed September 13th, 1952. 
Mrs. Charles A. White, secretary, was on duty from 9:00 to 
5:00, Monday through Saturday. 


During the period from January to September, 1952, one 
thousand two hundred sixty one (1,261) written inquiries were 
received. The Board of Trade brochure was enclosed with 
each reply, together with mimeographed listings of hotels, 
guest homes, cottages, real estate agents, etc. depending upon 
the information requested. Detailed information was required 
in many Cases, covering boat, train, and plane schedules, list- 
ings of eating places, specified amusement and vacation facil- 
ities, and services. 


An attempt to count the number of people served at the 
Information desk was made, but this was very difficult at 
times, however a partial tabulation indicated that from 200 
to 300 persons were supplied with information during each 
week. The most frequent requests were for information about 
the Woods Hole steamer and ferry, points of interest in Fal- 
mouth and Cape Cod, cottages, hotels and guest homes. 


Seven thousand five hundred (7,500) directories were 
printed by the Board of Trade, at no cost to the town, and 
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were distributed at the Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce 
booths at Sagamore, Bourne, and Hyannis, and many travel 
bureaus throughout the United States. 


In addition to the operation of the booth, it was found 
expedient by the Odd Fellow Convention Committee, that the 
booth make hotel reservations for the convention delegates. 
110 reservations were made. 


The Strawberry Festival held on Saturday, June 14th, 
1952 was carried on this year by the Advertising Town Com- 
mittee, and the Board of Trade. To all, who had any part in 
making this Festival the success it was, we extend our deep 
gratitude. 


The Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows held their convention 
in Falmouth June 6th and 7th, 1952. The Committee took this 
opportunity to show our visitors, Falmouth’s many points of 
interest. Three buses made a tour of the Town, ending with 
a buffet luncheon at the Boxwood Club. Many grateful ac- 
-knowledgements were received, with the promise that they 
will return. 


Out of an appropriation of $2,500; $554.82 was spent for 
the Strawberry Festival; $219.93 for the Odd Fellow Conven- 
tion. The balance was expended by the Information Booth 
on stationery, office supplies, mimeographing, postage, phone, 
the advertising of Falmouth as a summer resort, and the 
Salary of the secretary.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The tent caterpillar webs and fall web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed. The elm trees were sprayed 
several times with DDT Oil Emulsion for the prevention of 
dutch elm disease. The elm trees in North Falmouth and 
around Palmer Avenue have been carefully trimmed. The 
maple trees were also trimmed at the same time. One hun- 
dred and fifteen trees have been planted and fertilized by the 
tree department. Young trees on Davisville Road, Lewis Road, 
Robinson Road and Walker Street were all fertilized in the 
spring. 


Seven browntail nests were collected during the month 
of March. They were cut and burned. The state department 
of Conservation urges us more and more than ever not to pile 
the elm wood in the open unless it has been peeled. Spray all 
elms to control leaf eating insects such as browntail moths, 
gypsy moths, tent caterpillar, fall web and elm leaf beetle to 
keep elms in a healthy growing condition. 


Please notify your tree warden immediately when you 
notice any of the symptoms. Beware of any irresponsible per- 
son calling themselves “experts” who condemn your trees. 
Remember only a laboratory test can determine whether or 
not your elm trees are diseased.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent

Gentlemen: 


Spraying for the elm leaf beetle was taken care of in Fal- 
mouth. Both sprayeyrs are in good condition. Spraying for 
gypsy moth and browntails was done and I am happy to re- 
port that during the trapping season, no moths were collected. 


We have had one dutch elm diseased tree located in 
Waquoit, which was taken down and burned. 


In 1953, I am asking for $4000. for the spraying and trim- 
ming of elm trees for the continued prevention of dutch elm 
disease. The main thing is sanitation and good health of elms 
and getting as much of the dead wood as possible. 


This coming year I am having an article for wood tick 
control for the entire town. 


With the dutch elm disease now in Falmouth owners of 
elms should contact the Moth Superintendent or some other 
responsible firm to have their elms trimmed and sprayed with 
DDT oil emulsion to help control the elm bark beetle carrier 
which spreads this destructive disease.

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Report of Public Dumps 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


In May the Garbage and Rubbish contract was awarded 
to Morin & Son and the collections have been very satisfac- 
tory in all parts of the town. Nine permits were issued to local 
contractors for transportation of rubbish through the streets 
and six licenses were issued for the collection of garbage be- 
side that of the town contractor. 


Roadside dumps have been cleaned during the year. 
These are in violation of town and state regulations. Any 
person who sees dumping of rubbish and garbage in places 
other than the town dumps are asked to report these vio- 
lations at once to the Health Department or the Police De- 
partment. There is a severe penalty for depositing rubbish 
or garbage on any public road or street or within twenty 
feet thereof. 


22,636 loads of rubbish and garbage have been taken to 
the Gifford Street dump this year. 


The North Falmouth dump is off Route 151 and takes 
care of rubbish in that part of the town. All garbage must 
be taken to the Gifford Street dump. 


The town purchased a small bulldozer this year which 
has greatly facilitated the work at the Gifford Street dump 
in the cover and fill method which is the approved way of 
caring for refuse.

Due to the heavy winds, high tides and storms this year 
it has been difficult to keep the herring rivers open at all 
times. A crane was used several times to clear the outlets of 
Fresh, Salt and Trunk Rivers and force pumps were used to 
clear Little Pond River at Maravista. We have tried to take 
care of complaints from property owners along the rivers 
where water backed up into the cellars and this was done 
as far as the appropriation allowed. 


Rivers are required by law to be kept open to allow the 
herring to enter the ponds to spawn during the season. 


Again we call attention to a state law that between 
March lst and June 15th herring cannot be taken on Sun- 
days, Tuesdays or Thursdays of each week.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


TOWN FOREST and WATERSHED 


As may not be known generally the actual Town Forest 
comprises only a small portion of the Watershed. The Town 
Forest Committee, acting in conjunction with and cooperation 
of the Water Commission, said combination constituting what 
is known as the Watershed Committee, has embarked on a 
program to develop and/or improve the Watershed in its en- 
tirety. The reason for this is two-fold,—(1) to enhance and 
increase the water supply of the town; (2) in so doing to 
make of the Watershed at least a self-supporting project. 


Work on the Forestry Management Plan as adopted in 
1951 was commenced April 1, 1952. Until mid-December, 1952, 
all work was done by one man, a Forestry School graduate 
with years of Forestry work behind him. He was assisted by 
the District State Forester in the marking of trees to be sold 
“on the stump.” Accomplishment to mid-December was as 
follows :— 


1. Slightly more than 40 acres were released to 
allow for better growth of old plantings. 


2. Approximately 50,000 board feet of Pitch Pine 
were marked and have been offered for sale ‘fon the 
stump.” The offers have been made to several con- 
cerns. Trees will be sold to the concern making the 
highest offer. It is believed that these trees will net 
from $500 to $600. 
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Sixty-seven small White Spruces were sold to 


H. V. Lawrence for a total of $134. Locust posts were 
sold for a total of $32.32. Trees were offered to the 
Town Tree Planting Committee gratis but have not 
as yet been taken. A Christmas Tree was given to 
Woods Hole. 


Four acres on Route 28 have been brushed. In 


this area will be planted 1500 Red Pines. These are 
now in our possession. An additional 3000 Red Pine 
and Norway Spruce will be planted on an additional 
six acres. It is to brush off these additional six acres 
that added labor was required in mid-December. The 
trees have been and are being obtained from the 
State without charge. This condition applies only 
for this year. 


Gates have been constructed by the Town For- 


ester at every entrance to the Watershed. This has 
been done to prevent use of the Watershed as a 
dumping ground; to lessen the hazard through use 
of the roads by summer tourists who litter the ground 
with debris and are careless regarding fire; to stop 
the taking of pine needles which act as fertilizer in 
the Forest; to stop the stealing of trees. 


Some road repair work has been done. 


Patrolling has been done when considered 


necessary on nights, Saturdays and Sundays. 


Plans for 1953 include:— 


de 
2. 


Release 20 plus acres of plantings of value. 
Clear as much as possible of 200 acres for planting. 


Endeavor to make something worthwhile of bogs 
through planting of cedar and maple. 


Thin out stands of Pitch Pine which can later be of 
valine and underplant with White Pine. 
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5. Possibly establish a nursery through the planting of 
seeds. 


6. As soon as definite Watershed boundaries are ascer- 
tained, establish a fire lane completely around the 
Watershed. This will be a 12 foot lane of bare ground. 


7. Improve and make roads more passable. 


Of course this cannot all be done in one year and actually 
we are thinking in terms of a 20 year program. To accom- 
plish what should be accomplished considerable expense will 
be involved. Labor is the largest item. We need one all-year- 
round man to assist the Town Forester. Also for the work 
that is being done and should be done a small pick-up is 
necessary.

A total of 1,776 family permits and 101 commercial per- 
mits were examined. A total of 14,884 miles were patrolled. 
Nine arrests were made and 93 first offenders were filed in 
my records. 

1,037 bushels of quahaugs were taken from Falmouth 
Harbor and reseeded in Great Harbor, Woods Hole; Eel Pond, 
Menauhant; Megansett Harbor, North Falmouth; and Silver 
Beach marsh. 

150 bushels of oysters were purchased through the State 
and reseeded in West Falmouth Harbor, Megansett Harbor, 
Eel Pond, and Great Pond. 

129 bushels of scallop seed were transferred from Great 
Pond to Bourne Pond, Green Pond and West Falmouth 
Harbor. 

By cultivating and planting seed clams from Perch Pond, 
I find we now have new clam sets developing in many areas 
which will prove beneficial to the town. 

X wish to take this opportunity to thank the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth 
for their cooperation during the past year.

Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1952: 


Committee Meetings: 

Regular meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the Second Monday of each month. The holding of regular 
meetings and any special meetings that were deemed neces- 
sary in the Building meant the maintenance of a high effi- 
ciency in that they were on the spot meetings. This made an 
observance of the Building while in operation possible and a 
more complete understanding of many new needs arising. 


Personnel: 

-The Committee in reporting to the Town is most pleased 
to say that the persons regularly employed by the Committee 
for the purpose of directing the Falmouth Recreation Build- 
ing and its Program are heading up this difficult assignment 
most efficiently. The Committee feels deeply grateful to Mr. 
Augustus Canty and Mrs. John Radcliffe for the splendid way 
in which they have carried out a most comprehensive pro- 
gram in the interests of the people of Falmouth, Young and 
Old alike. The Committee feels that the contribution that the 
Recreation Building makes to the life of Falmouth is directly 
due to the work done by its Two Directors. 


Rules and Regulations: 
The Recreation Building Committee have at all times 
screened most carefully every request for the use of the Build- 
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ing and its Facilities. The Committee wishes at all times to 
be fair, but still has felt that the first consideration is the 
protection of the Building and its Equipment. 


Finances: 

The appropriations made last year were sufficient to take 
care of the items in last year’s budget.

The Policy has been Kept in operation of having age 
groups allotted time for specific play. Younger groups rang- 
ing from 9 to 14 years of age have taken a very special de- 
light in Intermural Basketball. 


Basketball has again proven to be of tremendous interest 
to Young, Teen Age Groups and Old Groups throughout the 
entire year. This Activity brings many to the Building who 
would not have an opportunity for play elsewhere. A great 
deal of interest has been shown in Ping Pong played singly 
and as doubles. When an average of approximately 5000 peo- 
ple use the Building and its Facilities monthly, the place it 
(the Building and its Facilities) occupies in Falmouth is most 
evident. 


Recommendations: 

The Committee feels that the Falmouth Recreation Build- 
ing occupies a unique place in the Town of Falmouth. The 
Building and its Equipment was acquired by the Town of Fal- 
mouth in the year 1941. Since that time no Specific Policy has 
been maintained by the Committees operating the Building, 
for its upkeep. It has become very apparent during the last 
few years that an overall policy of planning would have to be 
set up in order to assure the proper upkeep of the building.

The Committee is therefore setting up the policy of doing 
every year a complete renovation and rehabilitation job on 
various rooms and their furniture. This year the Venetian 
Blinds will be replaced in the Ping Pong, Music Room and 
Lobby as well as a complete repair job on the arms and backs 
of the circular settees. The low chairs with cushion seats now 
in the Main Hall will be replaced by new barrel back chairs. 
The footlights on the stage will be repaired in order that they 
can operate adequately. The masonite in the shower room 
will be replaced. One major repair job is a most definite must, 
that job being the putting on of a Bonded Roof over the 
Lobby and adjoining rooms. The Twenty Year Bond under 
which the roof will be placed will cost the Town a dollar 
($1.00) for every 100 square feet covered. This cost will be 
$78.00. The Committee is asking under a special article for 
$2,000.00 to cover the cost of the roof and bond. The Town 
could not replace the Recreation Building for five times its 
original cost. The Committee sincerely hopes that the Towns- 
people will recognize how necessary the above is and that the 
Committee is trying in this way to not only maintain the 
Building at its very best, but in the long run Save the Town 
of Falmouth Money.

Positions Bonded 


All positions are bonded in the amount of $10,000.00 each 
under the blanket bond of the State Housing Board. 

On April 1, 1952 the Falmouth Housing Authority organ- 
ized for the year. 

The members of the Falmouth Housing Authority met in 
regular session on January 2, 1952 and with deep regret ac- 
cepted the resignation of John P. Sylvia, Jr., our former 
Chairman. We know the Town of Falmouth joins with us in 
thanking Mr. Sylvia for a job well done. 

The fifty (50) houses of the Falmouth Housing Authority 
have been occupied by veteran tenants since July 1, 1950. We 
have had a small turnover in tenants, but there is still a wait- 
ing list. 

At our January 2, 1952 meeting, it was voted to employ 
John P. Sylvia, Jr. as counsel to bring suit against Francis J. 
Dolan, Contractor, doing business as F. C. Dolan & Sons, and 
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the American Employers’ Insurance Company, as Surety, for 
defective work in the construction of the sewerage filter bed 
for Falmouth Housing Project 200-1. Chairman Alvan L. 
Nickerson and Counsel John P. Sylvia, Jr. met with the Coun- 
sel for Francis J. Dolan, William C. Geary, Chairman of the 
State Housing Board, and members of his staff. The case is 
still pending. 

The Authority had planned to paint the outside of the 
houses this year but due to the failure of the tanks in the 
hot water heaters, we had to expend such funds as had been 
set aside for painting on new gas heaters. The Authority 
hopes that during the coming year we will be able to paint 
the outside trim of the fifty (50) houses. The Authority has 
been supplying the tenants with paint for the inside of their 
homes. About 95% of the tenants have taken advantage of 
this and it is hoped that the others will do likewise this com- 
ing year. We wish to commend the tenants on an excellent 
job. 

The Authority is now paying off its bonds at the rate of 
$10,000.00 annually. 

The Authority paid to the Town of Falmouth in 1952 the 
amount of $1,625.51 in lieu of taxes, being in the amount of 
$510.70 for 1950 (July 1 to December 31, 1950) and $1,114.31 
for 1951. This amount is arrived at by taking 5% of rent in- 
come, less utilities. 


Russell C. Palmer was elected in the February Election 
to fill out the unexpired term of John P. Sylvia, Jr. 


Roland H. Choate has been reappointed Executive Direc- 
tor, in which position he has done an excellent job.

Following is a report of the Building Commissioner for 
the year ending December 31, 1952. 


In accordance with the applications filed in the Building 
Commissioner’s office, building activity has been at all-time 
high the entire year, as the following monthly statements 
show. A reference to the comparison of previous years will 
indicate that both construction and valuation are on the 
up grade. 


The office has issued 633 permits at an estimated cost 
of $3,306,880. There have been built new dwellings in the 
sum of $2,772,700, private garages $23,850, commercial build- 
ings in the sum of $141,500, accessory buildings at $76,740, 
and alterations in the sum of $292,090. 

There have been a total of 457 new buildings and 176 
alteration and repair permits issued in 1952. 

180 Hearings were held during the year before the Board ° 
of Selectmen and the Board of Appeals for special permits 
and variances.

The 
Committee continued the rent at $75.00 per month with the 
Coonamessett Airport owners and paid the Liability Insur- 
ance of $74.75 as well as mowing the field for $80.00 anc ar- 
ranging with the Highway Department for rolling the field. 
After paying the rent to February 1, 1953, the insurance and 
mowing a balance of $696.29 will be available for the next 
fiscal year. 


The Aviation Committee have realized that improvements 
to the Airport should be made for the benefit of better avi- 
ation service and has endeavored to interest the owners in 
improvements by co-operating in paying such items as roll- 
ing, mowing and plowing the field. 


During the past Summer Season the owners of the air- 
port saw fit to move the former administration building to a 
point at the junction of the Airport Road and Route 151. 
This building is now used as an office and restaurant which 
leaves the Airfield and Hangar one half mile away. 


The Committee feels that the present conditions at the 
Falmouth Municipal Airport do not warrant special adrain- 
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istration of a large Committee and under these circumstances 
and in view of an apparent waning of local interest in avi- 
ation, the members of the Aviation Committee, urge that the 
Town of Falmouth discharge the Committee and that future 
appropriations for Aviation purposes be placed under the 
supervision of the Board of Selectmen.

Aviation Committee 
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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Finance Committee meetings were well attended by 
all members in spite of a long schedule and late nights of 
work. The Committee was pleased with the Selectmen’s 
action to close the warrant in time to have the articles ready 
to be worked on early in January. The Committee is continu- 
ing to make trips by bus throughout the Town to inspect 
roads, layouts and other proposals of major importance as 
described by town meeting articles. 


The Committee hopes that the Townspeople will, in the 
near future, pay more attention to projects that will enhance 
the beauty of the town and make it more attractive to sum- 
mer visitors who may be induced to build here and become 
taxpayers. These projects may be accomplished without tax 
increase by weeding out non-essential items which tend to 
become a fixed part of the budget and by scrutinizing ex- 
penses that do not contribute to Falmouth as a better type 
of resort. .

We are concerned with the continual rising cost of an- 
nual operation of the various Town departments. We realize 
that much of the rise is due to factors beyond our control, 
but we believe that some departments can be operated effi- 
ciently at less cost to the tax payers. Department heads and 
committees should search for economies, otherwise the an- 
nual budget items will prevent greatly needed improvements 
to our public buildings, recreation facilities, harbors, etc. Our 
Town Hall calls for attention especially. 
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In summing up we should keep in mind that our main 
business is recreation; we should endeavor to make our Town 
attractive to prospective citizens; we should Keep our tax 
rate reasonable; therefore we should make our appropriations 
on the basis of the greatest benefit to our Town as a whole.

Committee Fund and transfers from the Reserve Fund is con- 
tained in the Town Accountant’s Report.

This Library has offered throughout the year eight hours 
of desk service and reading room each week, and has been 
well patronized, though the circulation did not reach the 
very high peak of last year; it was 4262 volumes, nearly 30% 
of those read by children. 138 books have been accessioned, 
54 of which were gifts by good friends and 84 were purchased. 
These included replacements of some much worn volumes. 
Among the gifts were memorial books given to honor Mrs. 
Lois H. Bowerman and Miss Priscilla Hall. We have given 
some books as usual, to the American Merchant Marine Li- 
brary of Boston, and we shared some of our books with the 
Snow Library after their destructive fire in late February. 
We have 15 periodicals, half of which are gifts to us. Our 
new readers were 84 in number. 

The Library building has this fall become the home of 
a thriving Play School three mornings a week and the meet- 
ing place of two troops of Girl Scouts as well as for other 
clubs and some other social gatherings. In the late sumrner 
a concert of classical music was given by summer residents 
and their friends. It was generously supported by the com- 
munity, and the receipts from it with seasonal gifts greatly 
aided the Library treasury.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port for the year 1952. 


The Park Commissioners wish to thank all other Depart- 
ments of the Town who have in any way contributed much 
needed services to the Park Department. This assistance has 
made possible the carrying out in a most efficient manner the 
various duties of the Park Department. 


The Commissioners feel that the type of report given the 
last two years should be continued in order that All of the 
Falmouth Citizens will have an overall picture of the Parks, 
Playgrounds and Ball Parks under the jurisdiction of the 
Park Department. Requests for money to be used by the Park 
Commissioners in order to place in better condition the Parks, 
Playgrounds and Ball Parks will be more readily voted because 
the Town’s Taxpayers fully understand the use to which the 
money will be put, and how necessary the expenditure is in 
every case. 


PARKS 


Goodwill Park: The Department is continuing the un- 
derbrush and weed tree clearings. This clearing becomes one 
of the more important projects of the Department Staff dur- 
ing the Winter Months. Additional Swings and See-saws were 
erected at the Picnic grounds in order to give an opportunity 
for play to the children accompanying their parents. More 
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Swings and See-saws will have to be erected next year. The 
increase of guests necessitated the building of more tables. 
The New Entrance proposed last year for Gifford Street nas 
been completed thus eliminating a very dangerous situation. 
A Second Entrance was built on Palmer Avenue because the 
previous entrance was narrow and would not permit cars to 
enter and leave without great difficulty. The road itself has 
been in many places straightened and in fact widened its en- 
tire length thus allowing the passing of cars, which previous- 
ly was so difficult if not impossible. The thinning out of the 
Red Pine and Spruce is being carried out in accordance with 
the announced Policy of Reforestation by the State. 


Ellis M. Lewis Park: The marked increase in the number 
of children using this playground warranted the addition of 
more See-saws and Swings. A new bench was also added along 
with a Shuffleboard. The Tennis Courts after their being 
completely rebuilt last year were in constant demand. The 
cooling breeze from Siders Pond makes this location ideal for 
Summer Play. In fact this Park seems to be most ideally situ- 
ated in that it serves as a most comfortable place for the 
In Town People to spend a Summer Noonhour. The Commis- 
sioners propose to Hard Surface a section of this Park which 
will permit Roller Skating and Square Dancing in the Sum- 
mertime and Ice Skating during the Winter Months. We wish 
to thank the Falmouth Grange for Two Sand Boxes built by 
Otis Baker that were placed in the Park. 


Village Green Park: A considerable concern for the con- 
dition of the Green due to the Dry Season plus the wear and 
tear of the Nursing Fete made the Department act most 
quickly. The critical condition of the Green plus the necessity 
of preventing its complete destruction led the Department to 
install a Sprinkler System which proved to be of immediate 
benefit to Turf and Trees alike. This installation will prevent 
in the future damage to the Green by any prolonged dry 
spells. The Installation will be enlarged and improved during 
the coming Spring. 


Woods Hole: By taking all the Fill offered to the Depart- 
ment by the Contractors and Roadbuilders we are gradually

enlarging the playing area at this Park. The tennis courts 
were available to the Public from June 1st to Labor Day. 


_. Sailors Memorial: The boulder bearing the plaque was 
found to have a very large crack undoubtedly due to the con- 
tinual freezing of water during the winter months. This was 
repaired during the Spring and is now in good condition. The 
Anchor was scraped and painted which prevents continued 
rusting. 


Shivericks Pond Park: Ten Holly Trees were planted 
along the banks of the pond. More Holly Trees will be planted 
during the coming year. General maintenance and overall 
care was continued throughout the Year. 


Central Park: A System of Play under the Supervision 
of a.paid trained Supervisor was carried out during the Sum- 
mer Months. A Field Day was held by the Children which 
proved a great success. Because of Two Baseball Teams repre- 
senting Falmouth in the Upper Cape Cod League it was ne- 
cessary that the Ball Park be kept available for play at all 
times. 


“Nye Park: A trained Supervisor was in charge of all of 
the Activities carried on during the Summer Months. A New 
Slide was installed and the Swings and See-saws as well as 
the Tennis Courts were in constant demand. 


Katie Hatch’s Park: General maintenance and overall 
care was continued throughout the year. 


Crescent Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. 


Chapel Park: General Maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. A special article will appear 
in the Annual Town Warrant which will request the appro- 
priation of $500.00 to take care of the curbing at this Park. 
This Curbing is very necessary to the Park. 


Worcester Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. Whatever tree trimming 
was necessary was taken care of immediately. The Commis- 
sioners feel that a much needed extension is badly needed 
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here, therefore a special article will appear in the Annual 
Town Warrant asking for the appropriation of $500.00 which 
will make the extension possible. The Commissioners feel 
that this as a most Definite Must. 


Hewitt Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Crown Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Allen Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Deacon’s Avenue Park: General maintenance and over- 
all care was continued throughout the year. 


Upper Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


East Falmouth Ball Park: The additional seeding and 
grading of land adjacent to Davisville Road was continued 
and a See-saw added near the Picnic Table. General main- 
tenance and overall care was continued throughout the year. 


Fonseca Memorial Ball Park: General maintenance and 
overall care was continued throughout the year. The Park 
was at all times ready for use. 


Rules and Regulations Concerning Parks: The Rules 
and Regulations that were sent to Chief of Police Baker by 
the Park Commissioners in 1951 were enforced by the Police 
Department and will continue without change. 


Continued Programs: The Fertilization Programs in- 
augurated in 1950 has been carried out in connection with 
every Park, Playground and Ball Park. It is planned to set 
out 1500 trees in 1953 as a beginning to a Long Range Plan 
of Tree Planting to be carried out during the Future. The 
Department has continued its care of the grounds around 
and adjacent to the Town Infirmary. 


Little League Project: The Superintendent of Parks and 
his staff were able to devote time to the making possible the 
setup of Little League Ball Parks in Falmouth. With lumber 
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that was donated by Wood Lumber Company and Washburn 
Grain Company as well as wire donated by Eastman’s Hard- 
ware the erection of Backstops at East Falmouth Ball Park, 
Teaticket School Park and Fuller Field was made possible. 
The Park Department at Nye Park and Woods Hole Park laid 
out on the regular ball diamond a Little League Diamond 
thus making Five Little League Diamonds available to the 
newly organized Little League of Falmouth. 


Goodwill Park Revenue: The sale of wood during the 
process of clearing made possible a revenue of $136.00.

The case load declined from 122 cases in January 1952 to 
112 cases in December 1952. An average of 111 active cases 
per month were aided throughout the year. 


Of all the amendments made to the Old Age Assistance 
law, the following, effective January 1, 1952, are of major 
importance: 


1. Legal Minimum Rates—This provides for a legal minimum 
of $75.00 per month plus Leisure Time Activities allowance 
of $4.00 (total, $79.00 per month) for persons living alone 
or outside a family group; and a legal minimum of $55.00 
per month plus Leisure Time Activities allowance of $4.00 
(total, $59.00 per month) for all other persons. (Resources 
available to the recipient are deductible from these mini- 
mum rates.) 


2. Liens—This provides that all applicants for, and recip- 
ients of, Old Age Assistance who own real estate, or who 
have an ownership of an interest therein, give to the city 
or town a lien on such real estate. This now becomes an 
eligibility factor. 
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3. Increase in Children’s Exemptions—This provides for an 
additional exemption of $500.00 per annum on income of 
children of OAA recipients. 


Other factors affecting the program were: the increased 
benefits paid by Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance (Social 
Security) to some OAA recipients which resulted in a cor- 


. responding decrease in monthly OAA payments; and increase 


in Federal reimbursement to the town.

Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
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| Report of the Special Sewerage Committee 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth 


There are thirty-five buildings connected to the Woods 
Hole Sewerage System. Several inquiries have been received 
pertaining to additional connections. 


Your Committee hesitates, at this time, to recommend 
the installation of a sewerage system in the village of Fal- 
mouth due to the greatly increased cost. It is estimated that 
the basic system, designed for the village, would now cost be- 
tween $500,000.00 and $600,000.00 compared with an estimated 
cost of $150,894.00 in 1930. These estimates were based on 
having the disposal beds built within the area formerly known 
as the Trotting Park. Many houses have since been built in 
the proximity of this area which would now make this area 
extremely objectionable for such disposal beds. 


It is the opinion of the Committee that a new study and 
survey with plans will be necessary before definite action can 
be properly considered.

Sewerage Committee 
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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


The Tree Planting Committee has this past year planted 
five good sized elms on the Main Street in Falmouth Village, 
and another year are planning to do further planting in this 
same area. There are not too many places along this street 
where trees can be placed, but it does seem to the committee 
that if we could have some trees in the center of the village 
that it would materially improve the appearance of this part 
of the town. The traditional elm trees were selected upon 
the advice of several horticulturists who felt that although 
the Dutch Elm disease has been found in Falmouth, these 
trees if properly cared for would not be susceptible to the 
disease. 


The traffic “islands” at the Falmouth Heights corner were 
planted with euonymous and myrtle, two low growing ever- 
greens, that will remain low so as not to obstruct vision of 
motorists and will remain green and attractive throughout 
the year. 


Eleven maples were planted on Allen Avenue. This is a 
growing community and trees were only planted where houses 
have been built and the grounds landscaped. 


The dogwood trees on Route 28 from Falmouth Village 
to North Falmouth were fertilized and mulched, and other 
plantings pruned and mulched. 


A policy has been adopted by this committee that no 
planting will be done on unimproved land. It is dishearten- 
ing to see young trees that had previously been planted des- 
troyed in the procedure of erecting houses and grading. It 
seems only prudent for trees to be planted on property that 
has been graded and completed. 
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It is the hope of this committee that the finance com- 
mittee will recommend and the voters of the town will allow 
this committee the $1500. asked for this year. With the in- 
creasing costs of labor and materials, and with as small an 
appropriation as we received in 1952, it allows only a very 
limited amount of work that can be done, and since today’s 
planting is beauty for tomorrow, we do need a reasonable 
amount of money to assure the beauty of Falmouth for the 
years to come.

Tree Planting Committee 
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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


Following is the annual report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee for the year ending December 31, 1952. 


On May 20, 1952, the 70 hour law, for firemen, went into 
effect. This includes the ambulance drivers, therefore one 
extra man was necessary to fully cover the ambulance at all 
times. Fred DeMello was assigned to this duty. 


The ambulance committee, again this year, is of the opin- 
ion that a new ambulance is needed. 


During the year there were eight occasions when the 
Town of Falmouth had to call for additional services from 
the outside. The Committee is of the opinion that an aux- 
iliary ambulance should be acquired in order to cover all 
emergencies. 


Our records show the ambulance made 220 trips with 
mileage of 16,688, 1,484 gallons of gas and 76 quarts of oil 
were used. There were 186 resident and 45 non-residents 
transported during the year. Of this number 22 patients were 
transported for Public Welfare, 36 for the Police Department, 
4 Old Age Recipients and 1 Veterans’ Relief. A total of $755.22 
should be charged to the Town because no fees were collected 
in the above cases.

Ambulance Committee 
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Report of the Civil Defense Council

Gentlemen:

The Falmouth Civil Defense Agency. was established in 
conformity with the requirements of Chapter 639 of the Acts 
of 1950. The Act further required the appointment of a Civil 
Defense Director by the Selectmen, the appointment being 
confirmed by the State Director. 


Pursuant to instructions contained in proclamation by 
the Governor and directives issued by the State Director of 
Civil Defense, a Civil Defense Agency has been established, 
the principal divisions of which are: Legal, Public Relations, 
Air Observation, Health, Evacuation, Transportation and Res- 
cue, Law Enforcement, Fire Service, Utilities, Communica- 
tions, School Safety, Water, Emergency Welfare Service, Plant 
Protection. 


The heads of these divisions compose a Civil Defense 
Council. The Council at this time includes the following: 
Frank L. Nickerson, George A. Hough Jr., Delmar Jenkins, Dr. 
Jack Lesh, Nathan S. Ellis Jr., Chief Harold L. Baker, Chief 
Ray D. Wells, C. Eliot Lawrence, Harry L. Crooks, George R. 
Thayer, John Hughes, Charles E. Morrison, Norman T. Allen, 
Homer P. Smith, Otis M. Porter, Oakes A. Spalding, and Will- 
iam G. MacDougall, Chief Warden. 


Successful Yellow and Red Alerts have been staged, on 
local, regional and state basis. 
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In May a Blood Typing program was sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health Diagnostic Lab- 
oratory in cooperation with the Civil Defense Agency. Four 
hundred and thirty-eight persons responded to the program. 
The permanent file of these blood types has been placed in 
the Police Station. 


Special officers patrolled the beaches during the summer 
for three weekends to supplement the Police Department 
staff. 


All the divisions of the Civil Defense Council have been 
functioning. Progress toward the completion of a well 
rounded out organization has been satisfactory.

By vote of the Special Town Meeting held June 5, 1951 
there was appropriated $9,500 for the purpose of having a sur- 
vey made of the Falmouth school system. A committee of 
seven was chosen as provided by said vote and after careful 
consideration unanimously selected the Center for Field Stud- 
ies of the Graduate School of Education, Harvard University, 
as the organization to conduct the survey. 


The Harvard group, under the direction of Mr. Donald P. 
Mitchell, Assistant Director of the Center for Field Studies, 
carried on its investigations and studies during the 1951-1952 
school year and delivered 600 copies of their report shortly 
thereafter. Each member of the School Department received 
a report and an adequate supply was placed in the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools where they have been and con- 
tinue to be available to the public. Unfortunately, as this is 
being written, only 100-odd copies have been picked up by the 
townspeople and it is hoped that more citizens will avail 
themselves of the opportunity to obtain and study this im- 
portant document. 


No attempt will be made here to evaluate or discuss the 
contents of the survey report, but it may be considered signi- 
ficant to note that several important recommendations have 
been put into effect already by the School Department. It is 
also believed that the report will prove to be very valuable 
in many ways for years to come. 
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Appreciation is expressed to all who participated in the 
survey and also to the Central Falmouth, East Falmouth and

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The year 1952 has seen the work at the new Junior- 
Senior High School nearly completed, so that we now look 
forward to actual completion of the building and the in- 
stallation of its facilities within a few months. Just when 
that exact date will be we do not know. The Contractor has 
given us various dates from time to time for completion of 
the building, which have proved inaccurate. We have ceased 
to pay much attention to the dates he has given us. How- 
ever, the building is so nearly completed now that it cannot 
be more than a few months before the equipment can be 
moved in and before the Town can look forward to seeing 
its building ready for occupancy. Of course, after that it will 
be necessary to get the grounds landscaped, put in the roads, 
install lighting facilities, and do other things on the outside 
to make the building and the school property a complete ~ 
unit. In view of this fact, it will be necessary to look to oc- 
cupancy and use of the building to the fall season of 1953 
as it does not seem wise to put the building into use until it 
is ready in every respect. The use of the building before the 
landscaping and the roads were finished would result in the 
tracking in of a lot of dirt and grit which would take years 
of wear out of the building before the grounds could be com- 
pleted. 


After the project is turned over to the Town, it will then 
be necessary for the Committee to assemble data ready to 
submit to the School Building Assistance Commission at Bos- 
ton in order to receive reimbursement of twenty per cent for 
the building, grounds, equipment, and fees. This will prob- 
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ably take some little time after the building is actually ac- 
cepted and the work completed. 


The Committee has had sixteen meetings during the year 
as well as informal meetings of various sub-committees and 
visits to the school by small groups. 


A financial statement is appended to this report.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Chief Ray D. Wells 
Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 
mit my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm Sys- 
tem for which I am responsible. 


Two new Gamewell “Master” Fire Alarm Boxes have been 
installed this past year to automatic sprinkler systems which 
have been installed at the Falmouth Enterprise & Publshing 
Co., Depot Avenue, Falmouth, and the Pafford Block, Main 
Street, Falmouth. 


One “Standard” street box has been installed opposite 
the town landing on West Street, Woods Hole. 


A new ten inch fire alarm gong was installed at the Fal- 
mouth Pumping Station this year, replacing one that was 
worn out beyond repair. 


Approximately eight hundred feet of fire alarm wires and 
associated equipment had to be relocated along the State 
Highway, Woods Hole due to the straightening out of the 
curve, and widening of the road near Church Street. New 
wire and pole hardware was used in replacing the old equip- 
ment. 


Some tree trimming was done this past year along the 
fire alarm circuits with the help of the Tree Warden, and two 
of his men that were hired by this department to assist me. 


Circuit No. 1 was trimmed out along the Town Roads 
from Headquarters, east to and including Falmouth Heights, 
through to Maravista Avenue, ending at the State Highway 
near Sam Perry’s Store, Teaticket. 


Circuit No. 4 was trimmed starting at Main and Gifford 
Street out to Jones Road and Palmer Avenue, and starting 
again on the Old State Road near the Water Department 
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Maintenance Shop through to the State Highway at Suca- 
nessett Hills. Not having enough money available to com- 
plete the tree trimming, the project was stopped. 


I am asking for enough money in my budget this coming 
year to complete the trimming of trees along all four fire 
alarm circuits. 


The usual amount of maintenance work, and the trans- 
ferring of fire alarm wires, and equipment to new poles has 
been done throughout the year on all of the fire alarm cir- 
cuits, and at this writing a lot more work has to be finished. 


A new fire alarm loop will have to be extended to the new 
High School, a distance of approximately one thousand two 
hundred feet starting at the corner of Palmer Avenue and 
Lakeview to a pole east of the proposed school entrance on 
Lakeview Avenue. 


I have replaced some of the I.C.S. type of storage bat- 
teries with new ones this year, and have asked for more bat- 
teries in my budget for next year. This will include the extra 
batteries to take care of the fire alarm box, and alarm equip- 
ment in the new school, as well as the fire alarm tappers to 
be installed next year that I have asked for in my budget. 


The Gamewell “Rectox” Low Rate Rectifiers are working 
very well, and I cannot see any trouble with them at this 
writing. 


I have made the usual tests and inspections of fire alarm 
connections to automatic sprinklers which this department 
is connected to. 


I am planning on painting all fire alarm boxes this com- 
ing year with the exception of the new fire alarm boxes in- 
stalled as it is my policy to do this every two years. 

The time stamp and punch register is working satisfac- 
torily since its return from the factory after a major over- 
haul. 

The fire alarm system is in good working order at this 
time. 

The snow storm of February 28 did considerable damage 
to the alarm system on all outside circuits. During the height 
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of the storm, it was impossible to do any line work, because 
of the driving snow and wind so my efforts were put to use 
by assisting in rescue work and clearing the roads of alarm 
wires that came down. The following day all circuits were 
back in service with the exception of one circuit that received 
more damage than the other three. 


The emergency stand by electric generator at Headquar- 
ters is in good working order and has given good service when 
ever it is called for. 


During the year the Cape & Vineyard Electric Co. seta 
new pole at Headquarters and installed three new 15KW 
transformers to furnish this department better line voltage 
on the three phase power coming into headquarters. 


The First National Stores being the only other service 
connected to these transformers, and having increased their 
power demand, necessitated the larger transformers. 


The radio system is in good working order at this time 
and should not need any major repairs that I can foresee. 


A new antenna was installed this past summer at Head- 
quarters, as the previous one rusted out being one that was 
made during the last war. The present antenna is constructed 
out of copper and brass and should give years of service. 


I have assisted the Christmas Lighting Committee again 
this year, as well as other town departments in an electrical 
capacity. 

I have assisted at all town meetings by setting up, and 
operating, a public address system and a recorder that records 
on a plastic disk the complete meeting. 


I have photographed with a movie camera several drills 
and fires to be used for training purposes in the fire depart- 
ment. Also I took both movie and still pictures of several 
demonstrations at the City of New Haven, Connecticut, fire 
school of which I attended.

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MASTER MECHANIC’S REPORT 


Chief Ray D. Wells

Sir: 
Herewith is my report for the year ending December 31, 
1952 with respect to my duties as Master Mechanic. 


I have had to make extensive repairs on the various 
trucks and equipment of the department the extent of which 
follows: 


Engine 2: Installed complete new gas line and cleaned 
gas tank; installed new gas filter; repaired cooling system, 
such as new hose, back flushing block and radiator; installed 
two red lights with flasher units; supervised specialist labor 
on, carburetor and heat range of spark plugs; installed two 
6-volt heavy duty batteries in place of one 12-volt battery; 
this is working satisfactorily and is more economical. 


Ladder 2: I removed pump and drive shaft to replace 
new pump seal; cleaned and reset spark plug gap and points; 
mounted two new red lights on front fenders; cleaned cool- 
ing system and replaced hose; supervised specialist work on 
carburetor and ignition system. 


Engine 3: I welded water tank seams; repacked churn 
valve; adjusted brakes to overcome trouble because of two- 
wheel brake system; checked carburetor and ignition system; 
mounted two red lights on front fenders with flasher units. 

Engine 4: Iinstalled new set of spark plugs; rebuilt gen- 
erator and cutout was replaced; changed all grease fittings 
to Zerk type; replaced right flexible brake hose; installed new 
wheel lugs and adjusted brakes; this also has an electric fuel 
pump with the mechanical pump secondary; supervised spe- 
cialist labor on carburetor and ignition system; installed new 
retaining springs on pump outlet gates. 

Engine 5: Has two head gaskets replaced; all freeze 
plugs installed with brass bushings; all spark plugs and points

installed on main engine; new set of manifold gaskets and 
new exhaust pipe gasket installed; reconstructed exhaust 
pipe; installed electric fuel pump; installed new carburetor 
on pumping engine and installed thermostat control unit; in- 
stalled all new hoses; back flushed radiator and block. This 
Engine with the 12-volt battery system which was installed 
in 1951 has shown a great improvement. 


Tank 1: Checked brakes and adjusted same; installed 
new rear axle seal; flushed radiator and block; checked plugs 
and points. 

Engine 1: I installed two 6-volt heavy duty batteries in 
series that replaces the one 12-volt battery; installed new 
battery box and battery cables; installed red light lense; in- 
stalled new copper line from pump to engine for cooling while 
pumping; adjusted clutch collar. This truck, since being re- 
conditioned, in 1951 has operated satisfactorily. 


Ladder 1: Checked and adjusted ignition system; in- 
stalled one 12-volt battery; adjusted clutch; installed two new 
discharge valves on pump; changed location of ladder pipe 
gun under Chief’s direction to a more convenient place; we 
had a Maxim factory repair man down to check and adjust 
the aerial ladder which is routine every year. 

Chief’s Car: Rear spring re-arched and new bushings; 
installed new universal joints in drive shaft; replaced rod and 
main bearings; installed valves and valve springs; installed 
spark plugs twice a year; installed all new shock absorbers 
and bushings; had front end checked and corrected; installed 
brushes in siren; installed battery cables; installed high 
temperature thermostat for heat control; adjusted brakes, 
clutch and fan belt when required; mounted four new tires. 


Service Truck: Installed new clutch and fly wheel; new 
pressure plate and new throw-out bearing; installed new 
spark plugs and points; all brake linings installed; new 
starter installed; new 6-volt battery and cables installed. 


Fire Alarm Truck: I mounted four tires and tubes; mo- 
tor tune up; rebuilt front end; installed new battery; installed 
muffler, tail pine and exhaust pipe. 

Ambulance: Renewed all four tires; installed electric 
fuel pump to overcome fuel trouble; installed higher reading 
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thermostat for heat control. All major repairs on the am- 
bulance are made at Corson’s in Hyannis. 


Dodge Power Wagon: Renewed spark plugs and points; 
installed new exhaust pipe, muffler and tail pipe on auxiliary 
pump and motor; rebuilt Ross relief valve; put in new cooling 
line; replaced spark plugs; installed starter switch and ad- 
justable throttle; replaced new head gasket. This pump has 
thermostat control unit on ignition system; adjusted gover- 
nor on main engine because of faulty operation. 


Patrol Car: Installed spark plugs and points; put on 
new coil; dismantled the gun track for better operation on 
pump and engine; installed thermostat control unit on igni- 
tion system. This has been of great help because when out 
of water the engine stops; therefore, keeping the engine from 
overheating and saves the block from cracking. 


Brush Breaker 1: The County replaced the old engine 
with a new 1952 engine which I installed in the department 
shop. Also installed new radiator ruined by a faulty fan helt 
pulley. 


In the repair shop now the Chief has purchased a greas- 
ing outfit with which I do the servicing when mileage and 
use require it. I also have an electric power wrench which 
has been put to many good uses. 


Under standing orders I respond to all box alarms or as 
otherwise ordered to maintain the equipment in operation. 
On orders, I report with service truck and light plant trailer 
for lighting also cellar pump with pump trailer. This has 
proved to increase the efficiency at night fires and other 
emergencies. 


Together with my routine checkups and minor repairs 
this constitutes the work of your Master Mechanic for the 
year ending December 31, 1952.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


During the past year, there have been several changes 
in personnel in connection with this department. On 20 April 
1952, Deputy Chief George G. Ferris retired after having 
served thirty years actively in the fire department. Chief Fer- 
ris had been, for slightly over two years, the Acting Chief of 
the department and his services were of the highest caliber 
and appreciated very much by the writer. 


On 1 November 1952, Robert A. Goffin submitted his 
resignation as a member of the Board of Fire Engineers after 
having completed a one-half century of service in connection 
with the fire department. Robert A. Goffin was a regular 
member of the fire department in the Woods Hole District 
having joined the department on 6 May 1902. Robert A Goffin 
was given a resolution of appreciation by the Board of Fire 
Engineers and the services of Mr. Goffin will be sorely missed. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, the adoption of the 70-hour 
schedule, which had been placed on the ballot, was accom- 
plished by the citizens and on 20 May it was placed in effect. 
As a result of favorable action, three additional men were 
provided for in the department so that the number of men 
being available to respond to fires was not materially lessened. 
I wish to report that the operation of the '70-hours is very 
satisfactory and it has been the decision of the Board of Fire 
Engineers that on all bell alarms the situation is automatical- 
ly considered of sufficient emergency to warrant and require 
the attendance of the off-duty men. This type of operation 
assures a much better protection in the event of a serious 
fire because the trained permanent men become available 
within a minimum of delay. 


One new fireman, in the place of Deputy Chief Ferris (re- 
tired) and three new additional men were authorized and 
have been appointed during the past year on a provisional or 
temporary basis. One of these men, Ernest Motta, was on the 
Civil Service List and received his appointment. At the writ- 
ing of this report it is expected an eligible list will be submit- 
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ted by Civil Service in the near future, at which time the 
Board of Fire Engineers will make permanent appointments. 


On February 27, of this year, there occurred a very severe 
blizzard and snow storm. A state of emergency was declared 
to exist. The fire department called all permanent men to- 
gether with one-half of the call force and they were ordered 
to report on duty at their respective stations. Within two 
hours after reporting it was found that it would have been 
impossible for most of the callmen and off duty firemen to 
have reported because of the severe ‘snowed in” conditions 
that existed. This emergency condition existed for a period 
of thirty-six hours. During this blizzard the members of En- 
gine #3 Company, in North Falmouth, were called upon to 
rescue, with the help of highway plows, seven persons who 
were stuck in cars in the North Falmouth and adjacent areas. 
At Headquarters about 10:00 p.m. we were notified that Mrs. 
Charles Vale and the Hammond boys were missing, having 
left Woods Hole to return to Falmouth at the end of their 
day’s work. Search parties consisting of Deputy Chief Peck 
and Messrs. Burtis, Eastman, A. Williams were sent out and 
they discovered the persons to be safe in a beach cabana. 
After two attempts they were rescued from their predicament 
and returned to Headquarters. Early in the morning two per- 
sons were found in a car on Scranton Avenue and were also 
brought into Headquarters. 


We were lucky that no fires occurred during this storm 
but there were several emergencies, as above mentioned, that 
enabled the department to be of service to the citizens. 


During the past year the department was called out of 
town twice; once to the Town of Mashpee for a building fire 
and once on a Civil Defense practice rendezvous at the Bourne 
canal. 


In connection with the Fire Prevention Division activities, 
there have been several complaints made to the writer that 
the regulations with respect to the installation of oil burners 
and heating appliances have been unduly severe. I wish to 
assure the public that these regulations are set forth by the 
State authorities for the purpose of protecting the home own- 
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ers from the hazards and dangers that arise through improper 
installation. By referring to our statistics it will be noted 
that the largest number of fires that occurred in this town 
were caused by oil burners. In the great majority of cases 
upon responding to such calls it has been found that the 
safety devices have acted and automatically held the fire to 
a minimum. There is existing quite a few installations which 
were put in before the regulations became severe and in order 
to safeguard the occupants of the building or dwelling these 
installations should be modernized with all the required pro- 
tective devices. Anyone reading the papers will note that 
there occurs almost daily a loss of life due to an oil burner 
fire which has not been properly protected with the now re- 
quired devices which proves that the experience in this town 
is quite favorable and that the regulations are efficient and 
proper. 


It is with regret that I have to report the loss of one life 
by fire during the past year. This death occurred as a result 
of a truck in collision with a telegraph pole and fire resulted 
due to the ruptured gasoline tank. The driver, Mr. Robert 
Clark, was pinned in the cab which resulted in his death be- 
fore the department could arrive on the scene. 


During the past year as a result of the action by the town 
meeting, a contract was executed between the Town of Fal- 
mouth and the Robinson Boiler Works for a new tanker 
pumping engine to be located at the North Falmouth Sta- 
tion No. 3. At the writing of this report, the construction of 
this new piece is proceeding satisfactorily and delivery is ex- 
pected in time for our so called spring fire season. It is hoped 
that this new piece of fire equipment will prove to be an ef- 
ficient and satisfactory addition to the department. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Water Commis- 
sioners and the Superintendent of the Water Works for their 
excellent co-operation in changing and remedying serious 
situations with respect to the location and relocation of hy- 
drants. It has been found that many hydrants needed chang- 
ing and especially in the higher valued districts, such as Fal- 
mouth village itself, the changing of the hydrants to the 
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steamer connection type of hydrant will improve the depart- 
ment’s operations in the event of a serious fire. It will un- 
doubtedly be noted that our fire loss this year is greater than 
it has been for several years but this is to be expected with 
the large increase in the number of buildings and the increase 
in the population. As yet, however, the fire loss not covered 
by insurance this year is less than $4,000 which means that 
not too much taxable property has been lost to the town. 


I wish to extend to the Board of Engineers, officers and 
members; both permanent and call, in the fire department 
my appreciation and thanks for their co-operation and ef- 
ficiency. The practice of continuing drilling operations and 
instructions will continue during the coming year.

There were twenty-six and eighty-nine one hundredths 
acres of grass and thirteen and forty-eight one hundredths 
acres of brush burned. 


During the past year we have experienced one of the 
driest years in so far as woods and brush fires are concerned 
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that the writer has known in his years of service. The total 
number of fires that occurred this year are more than double 
the number we had last year. 


It is my pleasure to report even though we have had a 
large increase in the number of fires we were able to hold 
down the loss because of the rapid response of both the de- 
partment and callmen and due to the policy of having spare 
men available during the bad fire season or periods of drought 
so that the fires did not get too great a start. 


We are still being subject to incendiary fire troubles and 
in several instances through the efficient work of the Police 
Department corrective action was taken. One of the causes 
of fires which, in my mind, is serious is the fact that children 
and matches are responsible for our greatest number of fires. 


The writer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, 
has adopted the policy of hiring the State Forest Fire Observer 
to act as a fireman during the three months in the winter 
when he is not employed in the fire tower by the State. Dur- 
ing the past year there occurred during the month of January 
three fires. During the month of February five fires and dur- 
ing the month of March nine fires. During these periods there 
normally would have been no observer in the tower and many 
of these fires would have reached serious and costly propor- 
tions if it were not for the fact that this man was available 
for tower duty. This practice is being continued during this 
coming year as it is observed from our experience of last year 
that the expense of carrying this man is much less than it 
would have been if any one of these fires had got away and 
required the services of many more men to extinguish such a 
fire. 


We are continuing to maintain the 2-way radio system 
on the State Department of Conservation wave length and we 
have complied with the requirements of the Federal Com- 
munication Commission which resulted in a larger expendi- 
ture for radio than had been anticipated. 


It is my purpose this year to continue our work on the 
fire breaks and the amount of patrol that will be done this 
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year depends a great deal upon the conditions of the weather 
and the need for such patrol. The placing of the Barnstable 
County brushbreaker in the North Falmouth Station has 
proved to be of great help. Although this piece of fire equip- 
ment is not a fast one, it is dependable and of great help to 
augment our smaller fire equipment. 


I regret to say that the squad of Junior Callmen has not 
proved to be too efficient this year. I wish to compliment the 
work of the off duty permanent men in being prompt in re- 
sponding to brush fire calls. Because of the few men in the 
squad of Junior Callmen, so called, the prompt attendance 
of the off duty men has resulted in our being able to hold 
down the extension of the many fires we had this year. Thus 
we have saved expense for fighting fires that would have been 
greater under the old system. Their prompt attendance at 
brush fires has resulted in a great saving. 


Several persons, including members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, have been erroneously informed that the amount of 
money appropriated in the December town meeting was for 
a bill for services rendered before any funds to pay for the 
same were authorized. This statement is in complete error 
and the writer has been called upon to explain why he should 
incur such a bill before an appropriation was made. 


This entire situation was explained to a member of the 
Sub-Committee and apparently had not been understood. The 
facts of the situation are thus: 


First we had 137 so called brush fires and woods fires as 
compared to 69 last year. This is approximately double the 
number of fires of last year. The amount of money appro- 
priated this year for extinguishing fires was insufficient to 
meet the cost of fighting fires and paying the men for this 
work. Most of this work is done by the Callmen as well as 
the men on duty and off duty permanent men. In July of this 
year, the Forest Warden ran out of funds for this purpose. In 
August he requested an amount of money to meet the paying 
of fires in July and August. No funds were transferred by the 
Finance Committee because they had none. Again in Septem- 
ber a request was made for fires that had occurred in Septem- 
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ber in addition to those above mentioned. An additional re- 
‘quest was made in November. Because of the fact that there 
was insufficient funds for this purpose, the bill increased as 
the number of fires increased with the result that the article 
was placed in the warrant of the last town meeting of the 
year to pay for the services of men fighting fires under the 
Forest Fire Warden for the balance of the year. 


It seems unreasonable to state that these bills for serv- 
ices of fighting fires, which are not controllable by the Forest 
Fire Warden to have been incurred before funds could be fur- 
nished the Forest Fire Warden. The Forest Fire Warden can- 
not control the location or number of forest fires, or has he 
any advance knowledge as to what may be required for the 
coming year. Furthermore, the law places the duty upon the 
Forest Fire Warden in seeing that all grass and brush fires 
are extinguished as rapidly as possible. The law also requires 
that he shall certify for payment the names of those persons 
and their equipment that are used for fighting such fires. 
This is exactlyy what was done. The erroneous statement 
that the Forest Fire Warden incurred a bill for services be- 
fore funds could be appropriated seems both unreasonable 
and uncalled for. 


I wish to extend my thanks and appreciation to all of the 
permanent force and callmen who respond and give ready and 
willing assistance on a forest fire call.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


1952 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We submit herewith for your consideration our report of 
Water Department activities for the year 1952. 


At the annual election Mr. Ormond C. Ellery was elected 
for a three year term. The Board organized with Mr. Joseph 
R. Hall as chairman, Mr. George R. Thayer, secretary and Mr. 
Ormond C. Ellery. 


As stated in last year’s report Mr. George A. Griffin re- 
tired as Superintendent on Jan. 31, 1952 after 26 years of 
faithful service and Mr. John W. Hughes was appointed Su- 
perintendent on that date. 


This has been another busy year for this department. 
For the past several years we have anticipated a decline in 
construction and return to a more normal routine, however, 
such has not been the case. There was an increase over the 
previous year in new and renewal service connections and 
main line construction. Total gallons of water pumped in- 
creased to 400,600,800 and our receipts were $5,118.02 over 
the previous year. Late in the year there was some indica- 
tion that the demand for new service connections was taper- 
ing off and if this trend continues during the coming year it 
will give us a good opportunity to concentrate on our main- 
tenance program which necessarily has been curtailed. 


Construction and maintenance materials continue to be- 
come more plentiful and with few exceptions are more readily 
available than has been the case for the past several years. 
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The cost of many of the items used continued to rise but it 
appears the peak has been reached and will level off during 
the coming year. It is unlikely, however, there will be any 
reduction in the cost of water work material in the foresee- 
able future. 


Main line construction work for the year included 4123 ft. 
of 8” pipe, 5054 ft. of 6” pipe and 5938 ft. of 2” and smaller. 
Of the above 8,347.5 ft. was laid under special appropriation 
and 7004 ft. under minor extension account. In addition the 
Town acquired by Town Meeting action, 4984 ft. of 8” cast 
iron and 3142 ft. of 6” steel water mains on Seacoast Shores 
Blvd. This was originally installed by the U. S. Army and 
the present owners transferred title to the Town in return for 
laying water mains on two streets within the development. 


A section of 8” and 10” main on the Woods Hole Road 
widening project was replaced and lowered due to grade 
changes involved. This work was included in the road con- 
tract and was done by the contractor under our inspection at 
no cost to the department. 


Late in the year it was determined a section of main on 
Shore Road would have inadequate cover due to a three foot 
cut in grade made necessary by road construction. It was 
considered essential that this main be lowered without de- 
lay and the work was scheduled for early next year. 


A total of 215 new service connections, an increase of 3 
and 88 service renewals were installed, the latter an increase 
of 42 over the previous year and due in part to water main 
replacement requiring the services be reconnected to the new 
main. The purchase of a 60 cu. ft. compressor proved its 
worth on this type of work, aiding materially in expediting 
service installations and lowering of unit cost. 


Our program of hydrant improvements was stepped up 
somewhat but due to the pressure of construction work we 
were unable to complete the rather ambitious program plan- 
ned. A total of 17 new hydrants were installed, making a 
total or 580 hydrants now in use. There are many sections 
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- where additional hydrants should be installed so that ad- 
jacent properties may qualify for the lower insurance rate 
and our schedule for next year provides for several such in- 
stallations. The limiting factor continues to be the cost. To 
install a new hydrant complete at a location that requires tap- 
ping into a 6” main costs approximately $425.00. If the main 
is larger the cost could run to $475.00 or more. On this basis 
only a limited number of such installations can be under- 
taken with the funds available. In addition the cost of im- 
provements planned on many existing hydrants plus the us- 
ual maintenance involved has convinced the Board that to 
adequately provide for this important function the Town 
should annually pay a sum of money to this department as a 
hydrant rental fee and an article will appear in the warrant 
at the next Annual Town Meeting. The Town annually paid 
such a rental fee to the department each year until 1933 
when it was discontinued. At that time the annual charge 
was over $12,000. The Board estimates the annual cost of 
maintenance and improvements to be approximately $5,000.00 
and this is the sum requested in our article. 


All hydrants have been periodically inspected and repairs 
made where necessary. One of our more troublesome prob- 
lems has been attempting to raise or extend the hydrant 
barrel to elevate the nozzle to a convenient level for fire 
fighting purposes. Over a period of years grade changes due 
to road improvements have resulted in the ground level ad- 
jacent to many hydrants being raised to a level with the hose 
nozzle. This could delay the Fire Dept. attaching their hose 
lines particularly if the ground is frozen or there is an ac- 
cumulation of ice and snow. This condition was corrected on 
several, however, the older type hydrant, many of which are 
over 50 years old, it was found the component parts were not 
standardized and considerable time was spent working out 
a procedure whereby a standard part could be adapted to 
the variations of a particular make. It now appears we have 
solved this problem and a number of hydrants are scheduled 
to be raised next year. This experience is an excellent ex- 
ample of the advantages of standardization of equipment as 
has been carried on in recent years. 
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A total of 400,600,800 gallons was pumped, an increase of 
30,639,800 gallons over the previous year and the great- 
est amount pumped in the history of the departrnent. 
This was due in part to the increase in water takers, however, 
the greater part of the increase can be attributed to the de- 
ficiency of rainfall during June and July. Such a period of 
extended drought results in an unusual demand on our fa- 
cilities and in addition to the full capacity of our prime mover 
it was necessary to use the auxiliary equipment to a far great- 
er extent that it was originally intended. Had this condi- 
tion continued during August we would no doubt have been 
faced with a serious problem requiring restrictions on the 
use of water. The peak day was July 26th when a total of 
3,617,600 gallons was pumped. This is approximately 499,600 
gallons more than the previous peak. Of this total 2,275,000 
gallons was pumped by the old Worthington steam pump, 
1,111,000 by the gasoline auxiliary pumps and 231,600 gallons 
by electricity at the Waquoit station. Only by using existing 
facilities to best advantage was it possible to meet this de- 
mand. 


We wish to point out that the limitations are not entirely 
within the pumping station. We have approached the point 
where serious consideration must be given to our distribution 
system if we are to provide for peak domestic demands and 
maintain adequate fire protection. A detailed study of the 
friction losses throughout the system should be made to de- 
termine the most practical solution to the problem. 


Early in the year it was necessary to make certain repairs 
on the Worthington Steam Pump to assure its continued op- 
eration during the summer months. This was limited to es- 
sentials and we were extremely fortunate that no major dif- 
ficulties developed during the period of high demand. The 
Waquoit pumping station proved extremely valuable and was 
our only means of maintaining adequate pressures on the 
easterly end of the system. The capacity of this station is 
such that the only economical method of using it to fullest 
advantage is to install certain equipment to automatically 
start and stop the pumps. This would also require an indicat- 
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ing device connected to the Long Pond pumping station by 
leased telephone wire to show the water level in the Waquoit 
tank at all times, similar to the equipment in use on our 
other tanks. If our finances permit we hope to accomplish 
part of this work during the coming year. The wells at this 
location will also require attention. Some two or three years 
* ago about half of the total of 40 wells were cleaned by a com- 
pany specializing in this work and the output was improved 
considerably, however, the balance of the well field should 
have attention and a program is being worked out whereby 
we hope to periodically clean a section of the well field each 
year with our own forces at a minimum of expense. 


Considerable time and effort was spent early in the year 
investigating our water treatment methods and it seemed 
advisable to make certain changes. Application of ammonia 
was discontinued. The results obtained did not seem to war- 
rant further use. After exhaustive tests it was determined 
that although the lime treatment substantially reduced the 
corrosiveness of the water it left much to be desired. On June 
4th we started application of hexametaphosphate commonly 
known as Calgon to our supply, gradually decreasing the lime 
used as the Calgon dosage was increased. By mid July the 
amount of lime was negligible and was eventually discontin- 
ued. Although minor problems were encountered in isolated 
sections of the distribution system the final results can best 
be evaluated by the reduction in so called red water com- 
plaints received at our office. Most of the complaints now 
received are from sections where the consumption is small 
and will require periodic flushing to maintain water of good 
quality. It appears that wide spread outbreaks of rusty 
water that were common with lime treatment have been elim- 
inated. The results to date seem to more than justify the 
additional cost of Calgon. 


The water level at Long Pond averaged slightly above 
the previous year, a high of 30” was recorded on May 27th 
and the low for the year of 444” was reached on Nov. 18th. 
This would seem to indicate this supply is adequate on the 
basis of present demands. Bacteriologically the quality of 
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the water remained the same, however, we continued to add 
a small amount of chlorine as a precautionary measure to 
meet the requirements of the State Dept. of Public Health. 


The work of remodeling and electrifying the pumping 
station was started in November. On recommendation of our 
consultants the project was divided into four contracts and 
bids were solicited on this basis. Contracts were awarded to 
the following companies who in each case was the low bidder. 
Contract #1, intake and discharge piping to wall of building, 
R. H. White Construction Co. Inc. of Auburn, Mass., $10,022.00. 
Contract #2, small piping, priming equipment, flow meters, 
inside.suction and discharge piping, pipe trenches, floor, pump 
foundations, complete electrical system and sub station, West- 
cott Construction Co. of North Attleboro, Mass., $31,250.00. 
Contract #3, pumps and motors, R. H. White Construction Co. 
of Auburn, Mass., $8,396.00. Contract #4 which includes chem- 
ical bay, heating plant and other essential remodeling work 
on the building has not been awarded and it will no doubt 
be late Spring before plans are completed. The work has pro- 
gressed satisfactorily and by the end of the year there was 
good indication the essentials would be completed on schedule 
and the pumps in operation previous to the summer season. 
Completion of this project will solve many of our pumping 
problems. The capacity of the steam pump has been inad- 
equate for many years and to compensate for this deficiency 
it has been necessary to resort to the auxiliary gasoline en- 
gines to meet the summer demand. This type of equipment 
was not intended for this purpose but only for emergency use 
due to failure of the prime mover. The new equipment, with 
few exceptions, should fill our needs and the gasoline aux- 
iliary equipment will revert to the purpose for which it was 
originallly intended. 


The Quissett standpipe was caulked and painted and ap- 
pears to be in fairly good structual condition. Troublesome 
leakage at the seams was corrected before painting by careful 
caulking where needed. The inside surface which is protected 
by a bituminous coating applied many years ago was found 
to be in excellent condition and only required attention on 
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the two upper rings. The outside was given a spot coat of 
primer and a finish coat of aluminum. The finished job was 
satisfactory in every respect and the work was completed at 
an exceptionally favorable price. The Waquoit elevated tank 
will require a coat of paint during the coming year and pro- 
visions have been made in our budget for this work. 


Maintenance work was limited to essentials, the contin- 
ued large volume of construction work was such that it was 
again necessary to defer much of this type of work. We are 
attempting to work out a schedule for the coming year that 
will enable us to step up this program with particular em- 
phasis on valves, meter testing and hydrant improvements. 


During the year two % ton pickup trucks were purchased, 
one replacing a 1946 model and the other an addition to our 
regular fleet. In both cases the low bid was accepted. We 
now have three units purchased within the past two years, 
one unit five years old and two units six years old. The latter 
two should be replaced during the coming year. It has been 
well established that increased maintenance costs on older 
units make it desirable to replace this type of equipment ev- 
ery three to five years. 


Our receipts for the year increased to $137,294.59 and 
was due in part to a reduction of the cash discount to 5%. 
It is unlikely that our revenue will continue to increase at 
the rate experienced during the past few years. It would seem 
that any increase for the coming year will be slight, in fact, 
under certain conditions there could be a slight decrease. In 
view of these facts future commitments should be under- 
taken with caution. Our bonded debt increased to $94,400 
and the annual payments on principal and interest amount 
to $18,500.00 or about 14% of our total budget. Since the bond 
issue of $50,000 authorized for pumping station improvements 
will not be assumed until next year and is limited by law to 
a five year period, it is obvious that any increase in bonded 
debt, particularly for extensions without a guaranteed re- 
turn, should be carefully studied if we are to continue on a 
self supporting basis. 
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In conclusion we wish to thank our entire staff for their 
cooperation and loyalty and to express our appreciation to 
the various Town officials and department heads for their sup- 
port and assistance and assure them of our continued coop- 


eration.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1952. 


More water was pumped during 1952 than in any previous 
year. 


The level of water in Long Pond at this time is about 5 
inches more than a year ago. 


Engine Room: 


The Worthington steam pump was shut down for repairs 
March 3 and started again April 1. The gas engines were run 
during that period and handled the load well. 


The Worthington steam pump was run up to capacity con- 
tinuously from June 18 to August 6, along with one gas engine 
most of the time. 


After the heavy rain of August 6 the steam pump was able 
to carry the load most of the time. 
Boiler Room: 

The boilers and appliances are in fairly good condition. 
No repairs have been necessary during the year. 
Living Quarters: 

No work has been done in this part of the plant.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Department has made a gross expenditure of 
$50,353.40 for General Relief during the year 1952. We have 
aided during the year under General Relief, as a monthly 
average, 63 cases consisting of 142 persons and an average 
monthly cost of $29.56 per person. 


From the amount of $50,353.40 has been charged to the 
State and other cities and towns the sum of $9,024.29, which 
deducted from the gross expenditure leaves a balance of 
$41,329.11. We have received an additional sum collected 
from an estate and individuals amounting to $2,041.05, which 
deducted from $41,329.11 leaves a net cost to the Town of 
$39,288.06. 


A gross expenditure of $60,235.07 was made for Aid to 
Dependent Children. Reimbursements from the Federal and 
State Government amounting to $43,129.67 leaves a net cost 
of $17,105.40 to the Town. 


A gross expenditure of $8,579.39 has been expended for 
the maintenance of the Falmouth Infirmary. The sum of 
$1,827.69 has been received from the State and individuals 
leaving a net cost of $6,751.70. 


A gross expenditure of $16,321.74 was made under Disabil- 
ity Assistance. Reimbursements from the Federal and State 
Government amounting to $3,813.72 leaves a net cost of 
$12,508.02 to the Town. 
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We gratefully acknowledge the generous contributions of 
usable clothing and shoes which we have received during the 
year which have been distributed to many persons by this 
Department.

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Report of the School Committee 


In 1952, the School Committee was chiefly concerned with 
finding a replacement for Mr. Dillingham after his death on 
May 3rd, and subsequently with planning for the most ef- 
fective use of the school plant when the new junior-senior 
high school is opened. 


In seeking a new superintendent, the Committee first 
considered educational qualifications and experience desir- 
able for the position, together with such other criteria as 
personality, character, and general health. After consider- 
ing many candidates, the Committee appointed Mr. Harry S. 
Merson, then Superintendent of Schools in Ipswich, Massa- 
chusetts, as the new Superintendent for the Falmouth school 
system. He assumed his office on 1 August. 


The Committee is very grateful for the interest and con- 
structive suggestions offered by various groups and individ- 
uals. After considerable study and with the advice of the 
Superintendent, the Committee discontinued the sub-pri- 
mary and special classes before the opening of school in the 
fall. There will be sufficient space in the fall of 1953 to re- 
lieve overcrowding in the class rooms. Since 1949, enroll- 
ment has increased by 247 pupils, but only four new teachers 
had been added. Consequently, many classes have been ser- 
iously overcrowded. It is proposed that ‘beginning in 1953, 
an average teacher-pupil ratio of under 1:30 be established 
for the coming year, which is more nearly in keeping with 
the state average of 27:1 for elementary schools. The sixth 
grade will occupy the renovated Hall School and thus relieve 
congestion in the several village schools and permit the es- 
tablishment of kindergartens. Children who are five years 
old on or before September fifteenth can enter kindergarten 
and those who are six years of age on or before September 
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fifteenth will enter the first grade. It is anticipated that 
certain improvements can be made in the hot lunch program, 
including the Woods Hole School for the first time. 


Over a period of years the playgrounds are to be devel- 
oped to improve the work in physical education. In this con- 
nection, the Committee feels that the old high school building 
should be removed when it is vacated and the land included 
in the campus area of the Village and Hall Schools. It is to 
be noted that the recommendation concurs with that of the 
Committee at its meeting of February 1, 1949. For this, and 
for safety reasons, the School Committee cannot approve the 
Planning Board’s proposal for that portion of North Main 
Street extending behind the library and present high school. 
Any encroachment on the playground area either now or 
in the future will handicap the elementary school program 
and depreciate the Town’s investment in the schools con- 
cerned. It should be further noted that the School Comrnit- 
tee will not oppose the road connection between the Town 
Hall area and Hamlin Avenue provided it will bypass the 
present school drive as shown on the plan submitted to the 
School Committee by the Planning Board. 


An expanded high school program, especially in the In- 
dustrial Arts vocational courses is being planned so that the 
new high school building will be effectively and efficiently 
used. It is also anticipated that the music and art programs 
will be enlarged throughout the entire system. The super- 
visor of physical education will devote most of his efforts to 
intramural sports and matters of health. The Committee 
also proposes to add a director of curriculum and guidance, 
who will be responsible for developing a curriculum through- 
out the school system which will best meet the needs of the 
students and the community. His work will also include 
counseling the teaching staff and helping the students with 
their individual courses. 


It is interesting to note that with this expanded pro- 
gram, the cost per pupil in estimated average membership for 
1953 will approximate the average in Massachusetts for the 
school year 1950-1951. 
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Work has been started on the development of standard 
operating and personnel policies. At present, the Commit- 
tee has adopted a temporary policy concerning sick leave and 
other leaves of absence for the professional staff and has 
prepared a salary schedule based on a job analysis study 
for the non-professional staff. The salary scale is in con- 
formity with the limits already existing throughout the town. 


The School Committee held twelve regular meetings and 
thirty special meetings, including two open hearings on the 
school program. 


At a meeting of the School Committee held January 13, 
1953, the following report of the Superintendent with append- 
ed data was accepted and ordered to be included as a part 
of the annual report of the School Committee.

School Committee 
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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have been Superintendent of Schools in Falmouth. for 
five months. For me, they have been busy, not to say excit- 
ing, months. A school system on the point of expanding into 
greatly enlarged and improved quarters demands that many 
new policy decisions be made and that some familiar ones 
be re-examined. Aware of my unfamiliarity with Falmouth, 
I have tried to deal with situations as they have arisen, mak- 
ing recommendations when the course seemed clear, setting 
aside some problems for seasoning, and wishing often, as per- 
haps you have, that I might profit from the counsel of my 
predecessor, who had participated in the planning of the new 
building and who must have known the community so well. 


In dealing with our problems, of course, our greatest re- 
source is the people who are to be affected by their solutions. 
I have tried to induce the participation of such people wher- 
ever time allowed. I have felt that this has been all too in- 
frequently. But of inestimable help have been the persons in 
the central office and the others of the school staff, whom 
I have found to be loyal, cooperative, alert to the responsibil- 
ities of their positions and anxious to follow the leadership 
offered by the administrative and supervisory staff. 


Your own spirit of understanding and forbearance is 
encouraging. Particularly, I am appreciative of the resolve 
of the School Committee, expressed in its administrative code, 
to place the administrative responsibility of the schools in 
the hands of the Superintendent of Schools, while it retains 
to itself the legislative or policy-enacting function. This con- 
dition, which does not always obtain, is the only sound and 
wholesome basis for school operation. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL 
The first full year of the use of the Junior-Senior High 
School will begin after long delay in September, 1953. One 
cannot walk through the building as it nears completion 
without being impressed by the opportunities which it offers 
for the improvement not only of the education of youth but 
for the enrichment of community life. 


Curriculum Committee 

Since the opening of school in September, committees of 
the high school staff have continued to study together ways of 
using this building to greatest advantage. They have con- 
centrated particularly, of course, on evolving a curriculum. 


Their basic resources have been the bulletin published 
in 1951 by the Massachusetts Department of Education, THE 
EVALUATION OF SECONDARY EDUCATION IN MASSA- 
CHUSETTS; THE COOPERATIVE STUDY OF SECONDARY 
SCHOOL STANDARDS; the DAVIS STUDY around which the 
present building appears to have been planned; and the 
HARVARD SURVEY OF THE FALMOUTH SCHOOLS. 


A tentative course of studies has been proposed which 
is aimed at providing common experiences for all boys and 
girls in health and physical conditioning and in the areas of 
English, of the social studies, of the sciences and mathemat- 
ics, and of the arts. In addition, certain specialized elective 
experiences are proposed to take care of the needs of boys 
and girls with specific requirements and interests. 


An intensive consideration of this proposed program by 
the School Committee, the school staff, and interested lay 
citizens is in order during the coming months. 


Need for Additional Instructional Staff 

A study of the enrollment tables indicates that there will 
have been an increase of ninety-five in the high school en- 
rollment between September 1949 and September 1953. Only 
one teacher has been added to the staff in that time. 


Furthermore, the new High School offers opportunities 
for needed curriculum offerings in science, in industrial arts, 
in library and in physical education, in music and in dra- 
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matics, which we have been unable to offer in our present 
restricted space. 


To account for this increased enrollment and to make 
adequate use of our new facilities, five additional teachers 
will be required beginning in September, 1953. This estimate 
is based upon the conservative assumption that each teacher 
will carry a minimum teaching load of twenty-five class pe- 
riods a week. To provide for these additions for one-third of 
the school year, the 1953 budget bears an increase of $7,500. 


Custodial Staff 


In addition, of course, to increases in instructional staff, 
there will be need for additional custodians to keep the new 
high school building open, clean and warm and to Keep the 
grounds in order. Five men is the minimal staff required 
to operate the new building at the level of order and cleanli- 
ness which the community should demand. This means an 
addition of four to our present custodial staff. The sum of 
$6,910 has been included in the 1953 budget to cover this 
additional cost. 


Operational Costs 


Furthermore, by the expansion of our plant, operational 
costs—for heat, power, water, supplies—will be increased. To 
cover this increase the sum of $7,050 over the amount expend- 
ed in 1952 for building operations has been included in the 
1953 budget. 


Community Use of the New School 


For the Town to receive the greatest return on its in- 
vestment in plant, the new building needs to be used not 
alone by the school but by community groups. The building 
is well designed for both purposes. It will be a challenge to 
us to develop during the ensuing months policies defining the 
conditions of use of the property, which will protect the com- 
munity’s investment as well as encourage the use of the 
building. 
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THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


Increasing Enrollment 

The enrollments in the elementary school have been in- 
creasing—from 1,647 pupils in September 1949, to 1,894 pupils 
in 1952, to an estimated 2,112 (with kindergarten) in Septem- 
ber, 1953. Increases in staff have not kept pace with these 
increases in enrollments. As a consequence, there were in 
September an average of 33.8 pupils for each classroom 
teacher in the elementary schools. The ratio of staff to pu- 
pils was 28 to one. The average comparable ratios in towns 
in the State for the year ending June 1951 were 27 and 25.6. 
The result has been a kind of local educational inflation. 
However heroic a teacher’s efforts, children in groups of 41, 
39 or 38 are bound to be short-changed, educationally. Their 
educational program will of necessity be limited to activities 
which can be performed sitting down in large groups with 
paper, pencil and book. 


Need for Additional Instructional Staff 


To correct this condition, to provide children with more 
opportunity for individual attention in the elementary school, 
will call for an addition of seven teachers to our present 
elementary school staff, and, incidentally, seven additional 
rooms to our elementary school plant. The rooms will be 
available when the pupils now in the Henry W. Hall School 
are moved into the High School. Additional elementary 
school staff accounts for an increase over the 1952 appropria- 
tion of $7,000. This covers the cost for one-third of the 
school year. 


Need for Readiness in Education 


The results of over-sized classes appear to have been 
intensified to a degree by the lowness of the entrance age 
for admission into grade one. Children are not in general 
ready to begin formal reading experiences until they are six 
or more. Of course in this respect, as in every other, they 
differ mightily, but they are alike in that they all tend to 
suffer from being forced into experiences for which they are 
not ready. The challenge of the school, of teaching at any 
level, is to provide a background of experience, a setting, 
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which will stimulate students to want to learn. When that 
has been accomplished, the rest is relatively simple; without 
it, teaching is a mockery. The pupil learns only attitudes 
about learning which may forever inhibit his acquiring what 
the school purports to teach. It is of paramount importance, 
therefore, that every conceivable effort be made to insure 
a youngster’s not acquiring these negative attitudes at his 
very first experiences with the school. It is important that 
we provide an expensive setting like the new high school 
as a stimulus for learning at the upper levels of the public 
school; but it will avail us little if we have succeeded in kill- 
ing off early the healthy capacity for wonder and the joy of 
achieving. It is important that we bend our efforts, school 
and home together, to assure that the child will acquire and 
maintain these attitudes. For supported by them, the child 
will learn the fundamental skills and knowledges with econ- 
omy. 


Kindergartens 


It is toward this end, that we are so anxious to introduce 
kindergarten experiences for every child under six entering 
schools in Falmouth in September, 1953. By so doing we 
should be able to provide for every child group and individ- 
ual experiences tailored to the interests and abilities of five- 
year-olds—not sixes. Thus children will be withheld from 
attacking more formal reading experiences until they can 
be assured of reasonable success. 


I record here, with pleasure, the following policies which 
you have already adopted: 


1. That kindergartens be operated in Falmouth in two 
sessions; one group attending the morning session; the other, 
the afternoon session. 


2. That there be a Kindergarten room in each of the 
schools, except that there be two in the Village School. 


3. That transportation to school from the area in which 
the children live be provided for children living a mile or more 
from the school to which they have been assigned.

4. That the entrance age for admission to kindergarten 
be five years before September 15 of the year of entrance; and 
to grade one, six years on September 15 of the year of en- 
trance. 


Classroom alterations, new equipment, and additional 
transportation for this kindergarten program accounts for 
additional costs over 1952 expenditures of about $9,500. 


Plans will go forward to make the kindergarten experi- 
ences of the children the beginning of a continuous and in- 
tegrated program extending through what is now grade 
three. 


Report Cards and Records 


With this in mind, members of the elementary school 
staff have been meeting together weekly since the opening of 
schools to explore various aspects of school problems. A 
central problem is that of recording pupil progress and re- 
porting to parents. This matter is closely related to the ob- 
jectives of the school, to the nature of the curriculum, and 
to the methods of instruction. 


Members of the staff working on the problem profess 
to see as the important central purposes of the elementary 
school not only the teaching of tool subjects, but also the 
helping of boys and girls to develop a sense of achievement; 
to develop a sense of security; and to develop a variety of in- 
terests. It is felt that a report card which directs the atten- 
tion of teachers and parents to a child’s progress in these 
respects will be a contribution to the child’s education. 


Music Instruction 

The growing enrollment over the past several years has 
tended to water down instruction in the special subjects like 
music, art and physical education. For example, at the pres- 
ent time one man is instructing some 1900 pupils in a devel- 
opmental music program, as well as in the selected instrumen- 
tal and vocal groups. As a result, our elementary school 
pupils meet their music supervisor only a few minutes every 
two weeks. A small group of students in each school receive 
a few minutes of group instruction each week in musical in- 
struments. In the high school, the band meets for only twen- 
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ty-five minutes a week; the orchestra and the glee clubs, for 
a similar time. Under these conditions a man can be ex- 
pected to develop neither a sound general music program nor 
competent performance on the part of special groups. We 
need to add to the staff an additional instructor in music. 
$1,100 for this purpose has been added to the 1953 school 
budget to cover the cost for one-third of the school year. 


Director of Curriculum and Guidance 

In a growing school system in a community where there 
is a wide diversity of interest and aspiration there is a need, 
if boys and girls are to be well served, for a trained person 
whose main function is to study scientifically the needs of 
boys and girls, as individuals and as groups; and to make cer- 
tain that these needs become the raw material around which 
the school’s curriculum is built. This person’s concern should 
transcend subject matter and grade lines. His work would 
be with teachers, with boys and girls, with the administra- 
tion, and with the community. He would be called a director 
of curriculum and guidance. For securing such help, a sum 
of $1,670 has been added as an increase in the budget for 
1953 for one-third of the school year. 


Redistribution of Pupils 

The increased enrollments in the elementary schools will 
require, of course, readjustments in the use of rooms. ‘The 
Hall School will be added to the elementary school plant, and 
some of the classes now attending the neighborhood schools 
—East Falmouth, Teaticket, Woods Hole—will be transported 
to the Village. This move will be necessary in order to make 
efficient use of the rooms at our disposal without embarking 
upon further plant expansion. 

It is proposed that the upper grade six in all schools, and 
possibly five in some of the schools (depending upon the ac- 
tual enrollJment in September) be transported to the Village. 


Hall School Repair 

This will require that a beginning be made toward the 
general refurbishing of the Hall School (it is in poor repair), 
and the supplying of furniture, blackboards, and tack boards 
suitable for elementary school use. Toward this end there 
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is included in the budget a sum of $18,258 as a part of the 
maintenance and outlay budget. This, together with the 
outlay necessary for kindergartens accounts in large measure 
for the increase in maintenance and outlay for 1953 over the 
1952 expenditure. 


Maintenance and Outlay 

We have surveyed the school buildings and grounds to- 
gether. There is much to be done to them by way of improve- 
ment of lighting, ventilation and sanitation. Particularly 
the Hall School is a problem, since it is intended that it shall 
remain for an indefinite time in the future as a part of the 
school plant. The complete overhaul and renewal of our 
plant would doubtless cost more than $80,000. 


In addition, there is ordinary recurrent maintenance. A 
standard sometimes used for gauging the probable extent of 
such expenditures is four per cent of the annual school bud- 
get. Another, is one percent of the replacement costs. Either 
standard suggests that with the addition of the new high 
school to the plant, our annual cost for maintenance of build- 
ings, painting, carpentry, plumbing, etc., and upkeep of equip- 
ment will exceed $20,000.00 


This year the School Committee proposes a total expend- 
iture of $42,407 for maintenance and outlay. More than half 
of this, of course, is for improvement of the Hall School, and 
equipping kindergartens. This will allow us not only to do 
the recurrent maintenance jobs, but to make a start in im- 
proving our elementary school properties, particularly the 
Hall School, as suggested above. 


A School Maintenance Department 

A portion of this work, particularly that requiring car- 
pentry, painting, and associated skills, can be most econom- 
ically accomplished over the long term by a maintenance de- 
partment under our own charge. It is recommended, there- 
fore, that such a department be established this year. 


Miscellaneous Items 
There are other matters that are being initiated: the de- 
velopment of a salary schedule for other than teaching per- 
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sonnel, the codification of rules and regulations of the School 
Department, and the creation and circulation of an admin- 
istrative code. These items will be taken in order as time 
allows. 


Budget Summary 


We have prepared a detailed summary of expenditures 
and receipts for 1953 for presentation to the Finance Commit- 
tee or other interested persons. The request is that the Town 
appropriate the sum of $498,743 for the support of schools. 
This is about $63,465 more than the total appropriated to 
education in 1952. This increase is somewhat offset by an- 
ticipated increased receipts to the Town. It is anticipated 
that in 1953 the Town will receive $83,023 on account of edu- 
cation. This is about $12,000 more than was received in 1952. 


Summary of Additional Expenditures in 1953 Over 1952 


In the report above we have mentioned in passing cer- 
tain items which will result in increased budget in 1953. 'They 
are summarized below. It should be noted that wherever 
increases in teachers’ salaries are referred to, the increases 
begin in September, and, therefore, the increase is for only 
one-third of the teacher’s salary. 


1. Increments to present employees as a result 
of working of salary schedules adopted prior

2. Additional elementary teachers to account 
for increased enrollment to reduce class 
sizes to under 30 pupils to a teacher *7 000

8. Hall School rehabilitation 18,258

The difference between this amount and the actual in- 
crease in the total budget is accounted for by savings within 
other items of the budget. 


Conclusion 


The proposed increases in the school budget for 1953 are 
considerable for one year. Furthermore, no diminuation in 
requests for school support is in prospect. Rather, rising en- 
rollments suggest further future increases. 


The budget has been prepared, however, on the assump- 
tion that the people of Falmouth want good schools for their 
children. Falmouth’s past record of school support indicates 
this. Falmouth appears to have been a local pioneer in es- 
Stablishing kindergartens and special education. The new 
school is an apparent testament to the community’s desire 
for excellence. The limitations of the school program appear 
to have been imposed, in a measure, by limitations of build- 
ing space rather than by lack of zeal for education on the part 
of the citizens. 


The school budget is not small, but it is not extravagant. 
It is not out of line with the average expenditure for educa- 
tion per pupil in Massachusetts. The program for which we 
have submitted a budget is well within Falmouth’s ability to 
finance.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 2, 1953 
Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


I herewith submit the following report of Claims and Suits 
against the Town or its Officers and Boards in their conduct 
of Town affairs. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1952 


1. James F. Connelly vs. Inhabitants of Falmouth (Barn- 
stable Superior Court No. 4621) 


Following the 1944 hurricane the Menauhant Road which 
had been washed away on both the Easterly and Westerly 
approaches to the Great Pond Bridge was reconstructed, the 
Town of Falmouth contributing to this reconstruction ex- 
pense. As is customary where the State contributes to the 
expense, this work was done under the supervision of the State 
and its Engineers, although the Contract was with the Town. 
The plaintiff who owned the adjoining land and residence 
between Menauhant Road and the Sound alleged heavy dam- 
ages of $12,000.00 to his property by the raising of the grade 
and by negligence in the construction of the new road. At 
an early hearing on the matter of damages resulting from 
change of grade, the Court eliminated that part of plaintiff’s 
claim. 


This case had been pending since May, 1947 and prepared 
for trial on behalf of the Town on several occasions. To avoid 
the expense and trouble of actual trial, it was considered ad- 
visable to pay the small amount of $600.00 to settle and finally 
dispose of this case. That has been done. 
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2. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Building Inspector of 
Falmouth. 
Case No. 21725 Law (Mandamus) Barnstable Superior 
Court 


3. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Appeals of FFal- 
mouth. 
Case No. 21904 Equity. Barnstable Superior Court 


4. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Appeals of Ffal- 
mouth. 
Case No. 21909 Equity. Barnstable Superior Court 


5. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Appeals of Fal- 
mouth. 
Case No. 21951 Equity. Barnstable Superior Court 


6. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Selectmen of 
Falmouth. 
Case No. 21952 (Certiorari). Barnstable Superior Court 
and on Appeal Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. 


These five cases were all brought by the same plaintiffs 
because of the controversy with reference to a seasonal license 
to sell alcoholic liquors on property of one Zack Roderick on 
Sandwich Road. 


The last of these five cases, #21952, was a petition in the 
Superior Court for a Writ of Certiorari brought by Arthur A. 
Monteiro et ux against the Board of Selectmen. Briefly ..tat- 
ed, the plaintiffs in this petition claimed that the issuance 
by the town of 15 of the 30 seasonal (or summer) liquor licen- 
ses of this type were void because, as they alleged, the estimate 
of an additional summer population in Falmouth of 30,000 
persons was improperly arrived at and excessive, whereas they 
alleged that the additional Falmouth summer population was 
but 15,000. A demurrer to this petition on behalf of the 
Selectmen had been sustained after hearing in the Superior 
Court at Boston. The plaintiffs had then appealed to the Full 
Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court before 
five justices of which Court this appeal was argued on Jan- 
uary 8, 1952. On February 6, 1952 that Court handed down 
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its written decision dismissing the petition on the ground that 
the matter involved had become moot because of the expira- 
tion of the period covered by the seasonal licenses. 


The decision in this case made it obvious that several of 
the other cases brought by the same plaintiffs in this same 
controversy would be dismissed for the same reason. Motions 
on behalf of the Town boards and officers were filed in the 
Barnstable Superior Court to have three more of these cases 
dismissed. These Motions were heard and allowed on April 
7, 1952 and these three cases were thereupon dismissed and 
terminated. 


In the meantime the Town had voted against the article 
to change the zoning of the Roderick land. As a result there 
was no sense in continuing with the Bill of Exceptions in Case 
No. 21725 and with the approval of Judge O’Connell of the 
Superior Court a Stipulation was filed on March 13, 1952 dis- 
posing of that case. 


Net result: These five (5) cases were disposed of in 1952. 


%7. Commonwealth of Massachusetts vs. Valerie Gendren. 
Application for Complaint, Barnstable First District 
Court. 


This is the so-called “Bookmobile” case. In July, 1952 a 
vehicle constructed so as to constitute a place, or store, from 
which books could be sold at retail commenced to occupy 
spaces on Main Street, Falmouth as locations from which to 
Sell books. The contention was made that, because the party 
selling had a State license for Hawkers and Peddlers and had 
also paid the Falmouth parking meter fee at the particular 
street location used, that she was legally entitled to occupy 
such place for the sale of books from her “Bookmobile”. As 
there are no ordinances in Falmouth covering the use of 
Streets, it was necessary to resort to the “common law”. It 
was found that under the common law, to obstruct a public 
way within its limits is a misdemeanor and that neither the 
Hawkers and Peddlers State license nor the payment of the 
parking meter fee conferred rights overriding this common 
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law. The results has been that such use of the streets in 
Falmouth has been discontinued. 


8. Town of Falmouth vs. Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 
No. 21599, Barnstable Superior Court. 

In order to obtain reimbursement from the State for 
damages to an adjoining owner caused by a break in the water 
mains at Quissett, it was necessary to start suit, which was 
done in this instance. The case was settled by the Common- 
wealth by paying the Town a sufficient sum of money to reim- 
burse the adjoining owner and to pay for the Court costs in 
addition. This case was so disposed of. 


B. Cases Pending against the Town or its Officers or Boards 
1. William J. McCann vs. Town of Falmouth 
Case No. 21523, Barnstable Superior Court 


This is a petition to have a jury assess land damages and 
other damages arising out of a taking for bathing beach pur- 
poses by eminent domain of a portion of petitioner’s beach 
and waterfront land and also his adjoining street level land 
on Grand Avenue, Falmouth Heights. The damages awarded 
in the Taking were $2,666.00. Petitioner claims this is far he- 
low the real value of his property. It should be realized that 
well located water front property has a high value. In other 
cases actually tried the Town has found that juries have 
awarded substantial damages for water front property. Coun- 
sel and the Board of Selectmen are of the opinion that it 
would be wise for the Town to settle this case. For this reason, 
there is an article in the Town Warrant to increase the a- 
mount by adding $6,334.00 more to the award of $2,666.00 and 
thereby to provide a total of $9,000.00 to settle this case. 


NEW 1953 CASES 
2. John R. Augusta et ux vs. William E. English et als, 
Selectmen, Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector, 
Adelard Sansouci, et als, Board of Appeals, and Inhab- 
itants of Falmouth. 
This is a petition recently brought (January 27, 1953) in 
the Barnstable County Superior Court. It is designated as a 
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Bill of Complaint and Appeal. The purpose appears to be to 
have the Court order the various Boards and Officers and 
Town to do whatever is required to enable petitioners to use 
their land for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
thereon a Drive-In Theatre and accessories and to have the 
Town ordered to pay damages to the petitioners. 


Further comment other than to state that this is another 
case to be defended would not be in order at this time. 


3. Herbert A. Baker vs. Town of Falmouth 
Land Court No. 16780 Equity 


This is a recent case brought in the Land Court (January 
15, 1953). The petitioner alleges that he is the owner of land 
on the Westerly side of the Shore Road in the section known 
as Old Silver Beach; that it is zoned as an agricultural district 
and cannot be used for business purposes; that it is of no 
value as agricultural property for many reasons; that the 
Zoning Law is invalid as to this property and otherwise. Peti- 
tioner requests the Court to determne the validity of the Zon- 
ing By-Law, to declare it invalid and unconstitutional and for 
a restraining order against the Town officials from withhold- 
ing permits and licenses for the use of his property. 


Further comment on this case at this time would also be 
inappropriate. 


There have been several other smaller claims and which 
have been reasonably settled from the money appropriated to 
settle claims and suits.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any other motions 
which he shall so request, shall be presented to the moderator in writing. - 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless 
public notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be given with- 
in thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note 
in writing the passage of such vote and ‘also the time when the notice 
of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE ff. Annual Town Report 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and committees having 
the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including a list of all in- 
debtedness against their departments, which does not appear in their 
financial statement. 

(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, including the 
articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting thereon. 

(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special committees made at 
any meetings held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions passed. 

(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing town meetings or relating to the town business. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of all town 
affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and have the right 
to make any suggestions for the better conduct of the department, board 
or committee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons to the of- 
fices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to purchase for the 
several boards or committees, except water commissioners, oil, coal and 
fuel oil. The various boards and committees shall, on or before July 1 
in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to 
the board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and fuel oil re- 
quired for the use of their respective departments or committees for one 
year. The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, adver- 
tise for bids to furnish the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor 
for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the 
selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total con- 
tract) for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual report to the 
town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year and 
recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 


(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all suits to 
which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, the 
length and width, cost of construction and amount of land damages in 
each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 
ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized and directed to 
make minor extensions of water mains when, in their judgment, such 
action would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such extensions 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) be expended on such extension in any 
one year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor 


Section. 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to award con- 
tracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation 
Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall receive 
any compensation for transportation within the limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid or un- 
paid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town of Falmouth on 
official business connected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
titled to receive pay on the following basis: If he travels by rail or by 
water, he shall be allowed the amount of his fare; if he travels by motor 
vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of eight (8) cents per mile of 
travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automobile or truck 
any laborers employed by any department of the Town, (a) the expense 
incurred shall be charged in as “transportation of labor”; (b) all charges 
for transportation of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per 
hour or per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in trans- 
porting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
charged against the appropriation for that particular work on which the 
transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town and 
carrying one or more laporers whose work is connected directly with the 
operation of the truck, or any apparatus or materials carried by the truck, 
shall be charged under “trucking” at so much per hour or day, and shall 
not be entitled to any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special committees are ap- 
pointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the compensation of the 
committee and also a sum of money for expenses of such committee, 
otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either 
services or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered to con- 
sult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the tax col- 
lector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders countersigned 
by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll taxes or other- 
wise shall have such debt deducted before payment by the treasurer from 
any sum due him from the town for work on roads or for any other serv- 
ice performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible bidder; preference always going to citizens, when other con- 
ditions of the situation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town shall be re- 
turnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and shall be publicly 
opened and read by one of the selectmen at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Falmouth, duly 
approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate 
‘pooklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting of fifteen 
voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for the term of one 
year, five for the term of two years, and five for the term of three years, 
and thereafter five be elected annually. They shall serve without com- 
pensation. The moderator shall at each meeting appoint a committee 
of three to retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance committee. 


Section 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their number 
as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said committee may consider 
such questions with reference to the conduct of the town affairs as they 
may deem advisable, and may consult with any and all officers, boards, 
and committees of the town with reference to matters under their super- 
vision; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant for any 
annual or special meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall 
make a report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Section 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in their 
judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless authorized 
by vote of the town. 


Section 4. Vacancies in said committees shall be filled in the same 
manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 1911.) (Ap- 
proved as amended by the Attorney General, March 10, 1916.) Revised 
in 1922. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING ANNUAL TOWN AUDIT 


There shall be an annual audit of the Town’s accounts under the 
supervision of the Director of Accounts of the Department of Corpor- 
ations and Taxation in accordance with the provisions of Section 35, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 


(Approved by the Attorney General March 14, 1945) 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as in the opin- 
ion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to improve the system shall 
be under a guarantee of not less than nine percent annual income unless 
the town shall decide otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. The hours of duty of each regularly employed fireman shall be 
84 hours per week, except in the case of an emergency as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the hours of duty to be allocated as designated by the Chief of the 
Fire Department. 


2. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision the regularly employed 
firemen of the Town shall be subject to immediate recall to duty at any 
time on emergency signal of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire 
Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on April 16, 1948) 


FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 
Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used for habi- 
tation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built of brick or other 
incombustible material, constructed from the ground up and not sup- 
ported or hung in any way by wood or other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, unless the 
chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness and shall be carried up 
to at least 1 ft. above the highest point of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through any wooden 
partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof material, the thickness 
of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for public as- 
sembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the material composed 
of some incombustible material, set with mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between the fur- 
ring on the walls and between the studding of all partitions shall be filled 
solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above the floor partition in each story. 
The space between such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS:the spaces between the studs of bear- 
ing partitions in the 1st story, betwen the studs of each exterior wall in 
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the 1st story as carry the end of floor joists, shall severally be stopped by 
solid filling up to at least the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces 
between the floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in all 
cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, to another or 
from the horizontal spaces between the floor joists to the vertical spaces 
in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings of stairs and 
joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire stopped to prevent passage 
of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER FLUES: and 
other flues inside of studdings or furring, making an air duct, are to be 
thoroughly fire stopped with suitable incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or other small 
buildings, not used for habitation, or which may be maintained during the 
course of the erection of a permanent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any alteration or 
reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the owner or builder shall notify 
the Building Inspector of the intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings not to be used 
for the purpose of habitation, business or public assembly and not more 
than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any work or 
construction in violation of this By-Law or any part thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $25 for each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, may take 
such measures as the public safety requires, to carry this By-Law into 
effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 1928.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING ELECTRICAL ORDINANCE, 
TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


1. No person shall install wires, conduits, apparatus, fixtures, or 
other appliances for carrying or using electricity for light, heat, or power 
within, or connected to any building, without first notifying the Inspector 
of Wires, in writing, of the proposed installation. 


2. Whoever violates this By-Law, shall be subject to a fine, of not 
more than Twenty Dollars. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 16, 1948) 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 
BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the 
warrant therefor in every postoffice in the Town, at least seven days be- 
fore the time appointed for such meeting. Such further notice of any 
Town Meetings may be given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first or 
second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February but that portion 
of said meeting held for the election of town officers shall take place on 
the succeeding Tuesday. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 3, 1946.)

Section 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the local 
newspaper at least seven days before any special town meetings the 
recommendations and estimates of all committees (except the finance 
committee) relating to the expenditure of money, upon which action is 
to be taken. 


Section 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in which they 
appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appropriations shall be 
grouped together in the warrant and those articles referred from previous 
town meetings shall take an early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 
(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for registered vot- 
ers, all others to use the gallery or seats on the platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea and nay” 
vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which they appear 
in the warrant. 
(Approved by the Attorney General, April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS 


Section 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the purchase, 
sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles in this town 
shall be licensed. 


Section 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second-hand art- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 
(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director of Stand- 
ards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to place in this town sell- 
ing or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or barter, any meats, 
butter, cheese, fish, or fresh fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section shall not ap- 
ply to any person who sells only fruits or vegetables obtained by his own 
labor or the labor of his family. 


Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to grant such 
license to any person of good repute for morals and integrity who is, or 
has declared his intention to become, a citizen of the United States. Said 
licenses, unless sooner revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire 
on the thirtieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Section 3. .Every hawker and peddler licensed by the Board of Select- 
men shall be assigned a number and shall be provided by the Town Clerk 
with a badge which shall be conspicuously worn by him. No person shall 
be assigned a badge or number until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and measuring 
devices intended to be used by such person have been duly inspected and 
sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such badge, or 
wears it without authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in 
Section 6 of these regulations. 


Section 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or exposing any 
articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the town, or otherwise than in vehicles and 
receptacles which are neat and clean and do not leak. 


Section 5. Any license granted under these regulations or any regu- 
lation amendatory or additional thereto may be revoked by the Selectmen. 


Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regulations shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a licensee as a 
conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale by him shall have at- 
tached thereto on each side a number plate, to be furnished by the town 
with his license, bearing the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Section 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge or 
number plate under the provision of Sections 3 and 5 of these by-laws 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
stating that all weighing and measuring devices intended to be used by 
such person have been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The 
use of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false or un- 
sealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient cause for the 
revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his registration. 
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Section 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as conflicting 
with any license issued under the authority of the Commonwealth. 


‘Section 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any by-law 
amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by the (Board granting 
the same.) 


Section 11. Whoever violates any provision of-these by-laws shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, merchandise 
or other articles wherein the amount involved is $500 or more, the Board, 
Department, Committee or Officials of the Town in charge of the expen- 
diture of such money shall be required to submit the awarding of the same 
to public bid and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941.) 


BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO USE, CARE, REGULATION AND 
CONTROL OF PUBLIC BATHING BEACHES IN FALMOUTH 


1. Setting or maintaining fires on all public beaches is prohibited 
except on approval of Falmouth Beach Committee and by special written 
permit therefor issued by the Falmouth Fire Department. 


2. The use of alcoholic beverages including the bringing of alcoholic 
beverages on any of the public beaches is absolutely prohibited. 


3. The playing of baseball or softball on said public beaches is pro- 
hibited. 


4. No dogs shall be brought upon any of said public beaches nor 
permitted thereon. 


5. All of said public beaches are closed to the public at 12:00 o’clock 
midnight, daylight saving time and the use thereof for bathing purposes 
or recreational purposes is prohibited between the hours of 12:00 o’clock 
midnight and 6:00 o’clock A.M., both hours being daylight saving time. 


6. Leaving litter, trash, rubbish or discarded lunch containers or 
similar articles upon the public beaches is strictly prohibited. 


8. For each and every violation of the foregoing By-Laws, there is 
hereby imposed a penalty of not more than $20.00. 


(Approved by the Attorney General August 17, 1951) 
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BY-LAWS OF THE FALMOUTH PLANNING BOARD 


Section 1. The Planning Board of Falmouth shall consist of seven 
members to be elected as provided in Section 81A of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws. 


Section 2. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated in 
Chapter 41, General Laws, Sections 81B and 81C to 81Y inclusive and 
further to consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials, departments, or committees of the Town, 
or upon its own initiative. 


Section 3. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may also 
hold public meetings. It shall at:all reasonable times have access to all 
public documents, plans, or information in the possession of any town 
official or department, except as otherwise provided by law. 


Section 4. The board shall examine the plans for the exterior of 
any public building, bridge, monument, memorial or similar feature, 
and for the grounds around the same, and may make such recommenda- 
tions thereon as it may deem proper. 


Section 5. All plans and all town meeting articles providing for 
(1) acquiring by purchase, gift or taking any land or buildings for public 
use or for (2) selling, abandoning or leasing any public lands or build- 
ings, or for (3) laying out, extending, revising or discontinuing any por- 
tion of any street, way, park, square, or playground shall be referred to 
the Planning Board for its study and recommendations at least 21 days 
before any action thereon is taken by a town meeting. 


Section 6. The board may provide for public lectures and meetings 
and other educational work in connection with its studies and recom- 
mendations. 


Section 7. The board may incur expenses necessary to the carrying 
on of its work within the amount of its annual appropriations. 


Section 8. The board shall approve the names of all new streets 
and no street signs shall be erected until approval has been made by the 
board. 


Section 9. The board shall make a report to the town annually, 
which report shall include such information as may be deemed perti- 
nent by the board. 


Section 10. The board of appeals under the Zoning By-Law of Fal- 
mouth shall constitute a board of appeals under Sections 81R and 81S 
of General Laws, Chapter 41. 


(Approved by the Attorney General August 17, 1951) 
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RULES FOR AMBULANCE SERVICE 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital in the ambulance 
the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a nurse must have an 
order direct from the doctor, with diagnosis and condition of patient. 
Emergency accident cases not included in this requirement. 


2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be accompanied 
by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from Nantucket, the Vine- 
yard, or Naushon, who may land at Woods Hole requiring ambulance 
transportation. 


3. Ona return trip from the hospital, no patient may be taken home 
without first obtaining orders direct from the doctor. 


4, Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, poliomylitis or 
meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visiting nurse. 


5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Center except 
in emergencies when she will go directly to the scene of an accident if 
the doctor so wishes. 


6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals are: Hyannis 
$10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 for residents—this fee to 
be doubled for non-residents—also charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals 
to be included if trips occur during their regular meal hour. 


7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the judgment of 
the nurse does not require ambulance transportation, she may on her re- 
turn report the case to the supervising nurse. 


8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this service from the 
time the nurse leaves the Health Center until she returns. 


9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany emergency 
cases only. 


10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the police de- 
partment, the fire department, or a local physician.
